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A CHALLENGE TO PRIVATE 


ENTERPRISE 


JN the great pre-war housing effort, when about four 

million houses were built in twenty years, 
approximately three millions were built by private en- 
terprise and one million by local authorities. This pro- 
portion of three to one is not likely to be repeated in 
the post-war housing effort, but the present ratio of 
one to four is undoubtedly too restrictive. The Dudley 
Report, published in 1943, contemplated a post-war 
programme of three to four million houses in ten 
years of which up to two millions would be provided 
by local authorities; that is to say, the contribution of 
private ‘enterprise and public authorities’ would be 
roughly: equal, This proportion was also recom- 
mended by Mr. Stanley C. Ramsey in his speech to last 
week’s meeting of the Abbey National Building Society © 
which is reported on another page. 

The gist of Mr. Ramsey’s argument is that the present 
excessive cost of housebuilding is largely due to the 
undue restrictions placed.on private builders, and that 
if there was a better-balanced programme as between | 
local authority and private enterprise building, costs 
would be lowered. In support of this view he brings 
forward two considerations. First, the beneficial influ- 
ence of competition as between these. two forms of 
agency and, secondly, the lowering of costs which would 
result from allowing the private builder to operate at - 
full capacity. We entirely agree that the spur of com- 
petition would be beneficial.in helping to lower local 
authority housing costs, and also that private builders 
cannot be expected to build as cheaply as they might 
when they are forced to build in twos and threes. More- 
over, Mr. Ramsey is obviously right when he says that 
there are whole sections of what, for want of a more . 
convenient term,-may be called the working class who: 
can afford, and indeed wish, to own their homes: 

Nevertheless, it is possible to overstate this case, and. 
private enterprise (as represented by the housebuilders 
and the. building societies) will need to do a good deal 
more hard thinking before it can substantiate the claim 
to parity with the local authorities. When Mr. Ramsey 
pointed - out that, as the activities of private house- 
builders were allowed freer play after 1925, so the costs 
of local authorities continued to fall, he apparently 
overlooked the marked correlation between housing costs 
and the cost of living, which the Pole Report on 
“Private Enterprise Housing” noted as one of the 
features of the period between the two wars. Prophecy 
is notoriously rash, but at the present moment it seems 
safe to say that there is not much likelihood of any repe- 
tition of the steady fall in building trade wages which 
occurred in 1925. Further, it is somewhat’ overstating 
the case to suggest that the decline in costs after the 
mid-twenties was due primarily to the increase in private 
building; the Pole Report puts the emphasis *the other 
way round. > 

Then, again,.even if all Mr. Bevan’s restrictions were, 
swept aside, would there, in fact,-be scope for ‘private. 
builders to erect the large estates. which they built before 
the war? Apart from the new towns-and the needs of 
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rural districts, much of the future housing programme 
will consist not in building on virgin soil, but in the re- 
development of urban areas. The redevelopment of 
obsolescent areas raises questions of land acquisition 
and other financial problems in regard to which 
the private developer will usually be at a dis- 
advantage compared with a public authority. More- 
over, it seems that, for better or for worse, the rebuild- 
ing of the centres of our large towns will take the form 
of high density development, that is, the building of 
large block of flats—a type of development in which 
the undoubted experience of many housebuilders may 
be of little advantage. 

Mr. Ramsey, indeed, says that private builders can 
no longer, build where and how they like, but expresses 
his. confidence that given the chance they can build at 
the right cost. and in the right place. In the light of the 
considerations which we have just put forward, it is 
clear that it will not be so easy for private enterprise to 
provide what is required. On the other hand, there is 
a clear case for giving the private builder the opportu- 
nity to do so, subject to the requirements of town and 
country planning and so on. The most satisfactory 
arrangement would seem to be not to replace the pre- 
sent 1:4 ratio by a. 1:1 ratio, but to avoid fixed 
proportions altogether. The principle should be that 
wherever a private builder can bring forward a scheme 
conforming to the requirements of public policy, he 
should be allowed to go ahead. 

In the meantime, the representatives of the various 
private housebuilding interests might usefully get to- 
gether to think out anew the problems of post-war 
housing. The difficulties we have mentioned are by no 
means insuperable, but they do need a good deal more 
thinking about.

Three of the more important examples 
of the kind of information the statistical 
analysis should reveal are:—(a) A general 
division of the members into private and 
official practice in 1938 and at the pre- 
sent time; this will show what exodus, 
if any, there has been from the former 
to the latter owing to the intervening war 

ears and their aftermath. (b) The num- 
rs by which local authorities have in- 
creased their architectural staffs during 
the last’ 11 years. (c) The number of 
private architects who have had to aban- 
don their practices because of lack of 
work or other reasons. In fact, any- 
one with any experience of arithmetical 
permutations may find that answers to 
the questions will provide a multitude of 
variants for statistical analysis. 


R.A, Prospect. 

WHat are the prospects for the Archi- 
tectural Room at the Royal Academy this 
year? Two things are encouraging— 
materials appear to be in better supply 
than a year ago, and designs'can be sub- 
mitted which, with any luck, may reach 
the building stage in the near future. But 
the critics of the “R.A.” will un- 
doubtedly do their annual “ debunk,” and 
the whole gamut of criticism will be run. 
The value of perspective presentation is a 
perennial hobby-horse, and certainly this 
particular form of presentation has been 
known to be twisted into many odd 
ugh convenient forms to display a 
building at its quite impossible best; yet 
perspective drawing, cleanly done and 
with truth, remains the most attractive 
medium for architectural presentation. 
Axonometrics, isometrics, etc., have their 
uses, but it takes a truly unlyrical spirit 
to prefer them as a “general impres- 
sion,” Although the “R.A.” is so fre- 
quently abused, it is worth noting that as 
a show it is the most visited of its kind 


in the world, and we ourselves meet very 
few architects indeed who do not pay at 
least-one visit to Burlington House dur- 
ing the summer months. 


Photogenic City.: ' 

A NEw Italian film, “* Un Americano in 
Vacanza,” is noteworthy for the skilful 
use made of the. architectural scenery of 
Rome, and it is obvious that the pro- 
ducer has discovered that famous archi- 
tecture can form a fine background to 
any film story, and here, especially, it 
serves also to rescue a particularly banal 
script from oblivion. Rome is a tre- 
mendous city; its stone is impressive to 
a degree and its photogenic ‘quality in- 
disputable; but we fail to understand why 
no -British film has yet been made: which 
shows London or other cities off to 
such brilliant advantage. Somewhere a 
tradition has grown up in our studios 
that exterior work should be preserved 
for country scenes, but we still await 
a film which presents London as_ its 
themic background. 


The Royal Gold Medal.

A Portrait of Thomas Cubitt. 

AN interesting ceremony took place on 
March 18 at the London Master Builders’ 
Association’s headquarters at 47, Bedford- 
square, when a portrait of Thomas Cubitt 
—commissioned in 1849 by the Builders’ 
Society from H. W. Pickersgill, R.A.— 
was presented to the Association by 
Cubitt’s great-grandson, Lord Ashcombe. 
The portrait. was accepted on the 
L.M.B.A,’s behalf by’ Mr. Nigel Hannen, 
who is himself the fourth member of the 
firm founded by. Thomas Cubitt to hold 
the office of President, A photograph of 
the portrait, with Mr. Hannen (left) and 
Lord Ashcombe is on facing page. 

Thomas Cubitt was the first trade con- 
tractor in the modern sense of the term. 
Before his time rate arrangements 
had had to be made with each of the 
individual trades involved—bricklayers, 
carpenters, plasterers and the rest, before 
a building could be erected. Thomas 
Cubitt changed all that, and himself em- 
ployed the craftsmen on a permanent 
wage basis. He built most of Belgravia 
and Pimlico, as well as Tavistock-square, 
Gordon-square and -part of Russell- 
square. He set a new standard in quality 
work, and “ Cubitt-built ” was in his day 
accepted as a guarantee of craftsmanship. 

H. W. Pickersgill was a popular artist 
of his time, particularly with the building 
industry. By a coincidence, our columns 
of 100 years ago (March 24, 1849) con- 
tained a reference to Pickersgill’s portrait 
of Cubitt and this extract, which was read 
to the company by the President 
from the L.M.B.A.’s own bound volume 
of The Builder, appearsin “From The 
Builder of 1849” on this page. 


Competition Winner. 

Mr. E. B. Musman, B.A., F.R.LB.A., 
whose design in the competition for a 
secondary modern school at Worcester 
has been. placed first, thus scores his first 
competition win since gaining the 
Donaldson Silver Medal at the Bartlett 
School in 1911. Educated at Upping- 
ham and London University, where he 
took his B.A. with. first-class honours, 
Mr. Musman worked as an assistant with 
Sir John Simpson, and with Richardson 
and Gill before 1921, when he set up

design has been placed first in the Worcester

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in P ivate practice. For five years after 
1919 he. acted as» Instructor in Design 
at the Bartlett School. He had won 
considerable commendation for his 
“Myllet Arms” roadhouse, Perivale, 
erected before the war, while his sketches 
have for long enlivened the annual A.A. 
members’ exhibition. Since the war he 
has largely concentrated on school work, 
and is.architect (in collaboration with 
Mr. S. H. Loweth, County Architect) for 
two schools in‘Kent. Mr. Musman’s de- 
sign (which has been well received by 
the promoters) is illustrated elsewhere in 
this issue. 


Excavations in London. 


AN appeal has recently been made 
for money with which to carry on the 
work in the City of London of excava- 
tions for Roman and medizval remains. 
The Roman and Medieval London Exca- 
vations Council, which has now been in 
existence for nearly two years, is spon- 
soring the work of excavation and a 
number of small-scale excavations has 
already shown useful results. The first of 
what is hoped to be a number of cuttings 
through the medizval city ditch has been 
made.

OF ARCHITECTURE” 


Mr. Howard Robertson’s Address to the Architectural 


Association 
WOME interesting and widely-held 
‘ architectural fallacies were ex- 
posed by Mr. Howarp ROBERTSON, 
F.R.E.B.A,,; S.A.DG., when he 
a ssed a meeting of: the Architectural 
Association of Ireland on March 8.- Mr. 
Robertson, whose paper. was entitled 
“Seven Vamps of Architecture,” said :— 

This is long, rambling and not too 
serious a paper. I have made this de- 

lorable play on Ruskin because, quite 
rankly, we it would engage your 
attention. | also because of a re- 
mark which amused me made about 
Ruskin by Aldous Huxley, who said that 
in, all. matters connected with art Ruskin 
is ‘to be interpreted as we _ interpret 
dreams—that is ‘to say, as signifying pre- 
cisely the opposite of what he says. I 
thought you might like to interpret me 
that way, ° 

“Vamp,” as you know, is short for 
“ vampire”—a thing that sucks the life 
blood of its victims. Some of my archi- 
tectural fallacies. which follow may 
possibly qualify as doing precisely that. 

Architects. are men who, in the main, 
are seeking for the truth. For many of 
them the mot to “Design in beauty, 
build-in truth” is acceptable. Yet archi- 
tects, in common with lesser mien, some- 
times: unthinkingly accept fallacies, some 
related -directly to their art, others more 
general in ‘scope. Of these general 
acceptances there are two which, in 
principle, .are particularly. unnecessary. 
One 1s that to write about architecture 
is practically-an acknowledgment of in- 
capacity to create it. The creative. artist 
is ‘ex not to ‘scribble. That he 
should have “any: powers. of expression 
in the printed page is highly suspicious. 
That he should write a book is disgrace- 
ful To be. guilty of architectural 
journalism is, of course, a recognised 
stigma. ; 

Many of us pay lip service ‘to | this 
fallacy; most of us would refute it if 
we: thought -abeut it seriously. Harking 
back to Benvenuto Cellini, we might 
skip the centuries and come rapidly 
down to William Morris,. Whistler, Sir 
John Soane, Louis Sullivan, Roger. Fry, 
Sickert, Frank Lloyd Wright, A. E. 
Richardson, and end with a bang at Le 
Corbusier. These are a few of the men 
who have written about- their art, and 
made important contributions to know- 
ledge of their period or to the principles 
of art. They are all ‘considerable men; 
and to ‘this list should in fairness be

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added honorary members of the writing 
fraternity who have contributed through 
the n of biographical aythors— 
Epstein, Erich Mendelsohn, Saarinen, 
are amongst those who have fostered 
publication of their experience and 
theories through biographical authors. 
So much for writing. Let us be grate- 
ful to the man who writes about his job, 
and remember the dictum of Napoleon 


I, who said that “the true conquests, the. 


only ones which leave no regrets behind, 
are conquests over ignorance.” 


Teachers and Doers. 

The second fallacy in this series is dis- 
tinctly vampish. It can be summed up 
in an oft-quoted remark of George Ber- 
nard Shaw, to the effect “ that those who 
can, do; those that can’t, teach.” It is 
of great importance to all teachers of 
architecture. Shaw’s remark is at best 
an eighth-scale truth. Applied to the 
architectural field it cannot even 
classed as a rule which is proved by its 
exception. In ‘some form © or - other 
nearly all the pioneers of architectural 
thought have taught, either through the 
medium of disciples, or by giving part 
of their time to the academies. At the 
present time Frank Lloyd Wright has his 
own group .of pupils at Taliesin; Walter 
Gropius, the inspirer of the Bauhaus, is 
teaching in America and building there; 
Eliel Saarinen, too; is a teacher. So is 
Mies van der Rohe. So was Moholy 
Nagy in another field not unrelated to 
architecture. On the Continent, in 
Germany, Denmark, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, practising architects of talent have 
for.many years past generously contri- 
buted their knowledge and experience 
for the benefit of the younger generation. 
Auguste Perret has conducted an atelier 
for many years. In the United States it 
is. common practice for well-known 
architects to give lectures and criticisms 
to schools of architecture, and to serve 
on juries. In that country, as in the 
others I have mentioned, the teacher 
holds a place of honour, justified by the 
heavy moral responsibilities which weigh 
upon him. ‘In England the staffs of 
archifectural schools are too apt to be 
classed as “only teachers,” whereas in 
spite of overwork and often inadequate 
salaries, many teachers have managed to 
produce .good buildings. The whole 
system of architectural education needs 
examination in respect of the status and 
opportunities of the teachers.

This second fallacy leads me to q 
third, perhaps more controversial, but to 
my mind misleading enough to justify 
the closest scrutiny. While many Conti- 
nental countries have their architectural 
school and academies, in no country has 
the connection between the practising 
architect and the schools of architecture 
been established for so long and on such 
a broad. basis as in France. The Ecole 
des Beaux-Arts in Paris—and its regional 
schools at Nantes and Lyons—provided 
a system. of education where the student 
attended lectures by eminent specialists 
in theory and in all branches of build- 
ing science; and where, in the numerous 
studios either independent or attached to 
the Ecole, the student acquired his 
knowledge of architecture through four 
main channels :— 

(a) He received the. criticism at inter- 
vals of his “patron,” who was nearly 
always a practising architect of eminence 
— visited the atelier at regular inter- 
vals. 

(b) He received constant advice and 
tuition from the senior students in the 
atelier, who helped and instructed in re- 
turn for “donkey work” on their own 
large-scale designs. 

(c) He went out into the offices of 
practising architects at intervals during 
his course in order to learn and earn. 

(d) He taught himself by observing 
the judgments of the juries at the Ecole, 
by constant attempts at the larger prizes 
and competitions, by personal research, 
and through the stimulus of having either 
to get on or get out. For while entry to 
the school provided a free course, the 
student had to obtain certain values be- 
fore he could pass upwards and onwards 
through the course. And, with certain 
exceptions, he might be superannuated 
before he could obtain his diploma if he 
took too long over this progressive train- 
ing. ' 

I have given this broad outline of 
what the Ecole used\to provide without 
having precise knowledge of. how it 
operates to-day. But I am only con- 
cerned for the moment with its past 
history, for it is that history which is re- 
sponsible for “Beaux-Arts.” training as 
it is generally understood—or misunder- 
stood—to-day. 

This brief sketch is a prelude to the 
introduction of my third example of a 
fallacy, which is that the '‘ Beaux-Arts 
training is, in itself, a bad thing, to be 
reyiled, revolted against, and generally 
discredited as—to use a political phrase 
—a “reactionary element.” That this 
atmosphere of hostility towards _ the 
Beaux-Arts exists there is no doubt. That

it is justified on the basis of the facts 
is far more doubtful. 

In examining the pros and cons, it is 
interesting to note that the revolt against 
the Beaux-Arts system has been widely 
inspired by men of pronounced individu- 
ality who have never been to the Ecole, 
but who have thought they saw in the 
results of its teaching the germ of a per- 
nicious architectural anemia. The 
trouble with most of the revolutionaries is 


that, while desiring to see the Beaux- . 


Arts system perish, they have not formu- 
Jated (I use the word advisedly) in its 
place any other system of widespread 
application. They have started argu- 
ments and movements, they have 
liberated thought by their own personal 
example, and they have even created 
But these “schools” have 
tended to become one-man schools, with 
an individual leader—a personality—at 
the head, and a band of disciples to 
follow. These “schools” are frequently 
at war with one another, and the young 
architect it attracted to one Yeader or to 
another according to whether his reputa- 
tion and his outlook seem to provide a 
key to unlock the door to the creation of 
a contemporary architecture. The person- 
alities which magnetise to-day may be 
Wright or -Gropius -or -Wurster or 
Saarinen. But it is fair to say that the 
influence of each is largely personal, 
sometimes antagonistic. Some of these 
great men could scarcely be shut: up ‘to- 
gether or even put on the same platform 
without risk of annihilation. And it is 
not unfair to say, their own achievement 
would not be what it is without the 
Beaux-Arts tradition having existed. 
What most of these men owe to the 
Beaux-Arts training having existed will 
never in the nature of things be acknow- 
ledged by them. 

An examination of some of the plans 
and elevational- compositions of men as 
diverse as Mies, Saarinen, Asplund and 
Lloyd Wright can be seen to be not un- 
influenced by Beaux-Arts mass grouping 
and grasp of form; this applies mainly 
and naturally to their earlier works. | To 
judge by their work, architects like 


Auguste Perret and Oud, of Holland, are 
still to-day fully cognisant of the value 
of Beaux-Arts technique in planning. 


” craft. 
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The Value of thé Beaux-Arts System. 


For the Beaux-Arts system is not 
pay a system to produce any given 
type of architectural expression. Its 


fundamental value lies in teaching an 
appreciation of ordered form and related 
mass, together with proportion and scale 
of all main and minor elements. In 
other words, it is first and foremost a 
stressing of the fundamentals of composi- 
tion, and maintains theoretical principles 
_ up to the point of actual construc- 
ion. : 

_ The theories of proportion dnd mass- 
ing, the ability to compose and relate 
plan form, are handed down in the 
French ateliers in something like the same 
way as the secrets and traditions of a 
_Little of this is printed; but here 
exception must be made for “Les Elé- 
ments et Théorie de |’Architecture,” by 
Jules Guadet, a book which, as regards 
principles, is as up to date to-day as 
when it was published. This marvellous 
book takes the elements in detail, and 
their function, and ‘later discusses major 
compositions in the fullest manner. 
Books based on it have been written 
since; but too many of them aim at show- 
ing how to make friends and influence 
people. by using Beaux-Arts methods. 

It must not be forgotten that the Ecole 
des Beaux-Arts, while currently foster- 
ing the classic tradition as the basis of 
plan form, by no means closed its doors 
to expressions based on the Romanesque, 
the Gothic or the exotic. The criterion 
for awards was whether ‘essays in these 
Manners were good solutions of the pro- 
gramme, and I remember the winning of 
an important annual prize, the Prix 
Cavell, by Raymond Hood, with a design 
for a Maritime Exchange, which was pure 
Gothic in the sense that it was well in 
the best tradition of Cram, Goodhue and 
Ferguson. 

Later, the influence of the Perret 
Brothers and of other modernists has 
crept in and been absorbed into the tradi- 
tion. It has been objected that the 
theories and influences of Le Corbusier, 
Lurgat and others have been but slowly 
admitted, and that work designed in their 
manner has been rejected by the juries. 
But that is, perhaps, because the .juries, 
men of fine training and wide experience, 
feel that the student should know his 
basic elements and fundamentals before 
dashing off into the unknown. 

The Beaux-Arts has. been criticised for 
a low-grade and biased artistic eclecticism. 
But modern architecture also has its copy- 
ists and its eclectics, some of whom are 
ignorant of the antique in.all its branches. 

Functionalism, in the sense of making 
a building work as opposed to making it 
look very much as though it ought to 
work, is no novelty to the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts graduates. It may be hard 
to swallow the fact that French archi- 
tects, Grand Prix and otherwise, have 
designed stores, railway stations, schools, 
flats and other utilitarian buildings which 
work admirably. In the matter of ex- 
pression there are, of course, wide dif- 
ferences of opinion and of appreciation. 
Furthermore, the French academic school 
has produced planning work which, in 
the sense of ordered form and pattern, 


has in its day been an inspiration to the, 


world. A. visit to. Paris is enough to 
convince that the system has provided 
some town planning effects second to 
none, and, what is more, timeless 
in the appeal of their beauty. 
Paris is the most beautiful city in the 
world, and nearly all the work of French- 
men, most of them with their academies 
in the background. bay 

Incidentally, the Ecole in its origin 
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dates back to 1648—over 300 years. A 
tradition as old as that must have some 
value to survive so vigorously to-day. 


“ Monumental” and “Grand Manner” 
Architecture. 
This remark passes me comfortabl 
enough on to my fourth fallacy, whic 
is that there is something secretly de- 
grading, even anti-social, in the term 
“monumental” or the “ manner.” 
The denigration of these attributes applied 
to architecture ‘has come about gradu- 
ally; perhaps because of a lack of quality 
in some works which attempted the monu- 
mental, and failed. The result of failure 
is not firmness, commodity and delight, 
but pomposity, pretension, and vulgarity. 
But failure should not blind us to the 
importance, on appropriate architectural 
occasions, of the grand, the formal, the 

stately—in fact, the monumental. 

If we rule it out as not in tune with 
the world to-day, so much the worse for 
the world. We can then erase, in favour 
of something more proletarian, Green- 
wich, most of Hampton Court, most of 
the work of Vanbrugh and Hawksmoor, 
Kent, the Adam brothers, and a mixed 
bag of Wren’s work, including St. Paul’s 
—also, in. passing, St. George’s Hall, in 
Liverpool. We have little enough of the 
civic grand manner in England. To sweep 
it away would take less-time than to clear 
a slum, and its liquidation would be 
assisted by the fact that we are building 
scarcely any more of it to-day; even the 
biggest of the new Government offices 
hardly qualify. ’ 

The future architect risks to have no 
idea, however, of how to create a fine 
conception. Which means that soon he 
may cease to be an architect, and will 
rapidly become merely the stooge of the 
engineer or bureaucrat. 

In these days we are all hard up. But 
I remain unconvinced that we cannot 
afford, every decade, a: few fine buildings, 
a few. fine layouts. We build the Queen 
Elizabeth, which pays. The Stockholm 
Town Hall, the Rockefeller Centre—to 
mention two opposites—also pay a hand- 
some dividend to the towns that possess 


em. 

In England, Inigo Jones, and particu- 
larly Wren, understood the grand manner 
as adapted to the English scale and char- 
acter. St. Paul’s requires no comment. 
It is avidly seized upon as the one un- 
assailable thing we have in London, 
though, even so, it is proposed to put a 
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pore station opposite it. But in Chelsea 
ospital we realise the truth of Carlyle’s 
hackneyed comment that it was obviously 
the work of a gentleman; and in Hamp- 
ton Court we have a magnificent palace 
that is also an English gentleman’s coun- 
try home on a big scale. When we come 
to the future, of how many of our plans, 
or streets, or buildings, will it be said 
that they are unmistakably the work of 
a gentleman? I might, of course, add a 
fallacy that anything done by a gentle- 
man is no;good anyway, but I will not 
bother you..with that one. I will, how- 
ever, say that in attempting monumental 
architecture emerges a need for discip- 
line, and a balance of control which makes 
high and salutary demands on the archi- 
tect. We should try, in justice to this 
hard-working generation of architects, to 
pronide some: big opportunities, and not 

> too easily content with clever up-to- 
the-minute essays on sociological archi- 
tecture for the people. Incidentally, the 
so-called “ people” like handsome archi- 
tecture and fine effects. They are much 
less interested in the “isms” of archi- 
tectural theory. We might encourage fine 
civic art and architecture by ensuring 
regular official appointments for our re- 
turning Rome Scholars, as the French do. 


Beauty and Functionalism. 

My fifth fallacy is to-day being par- 
tially exploded for me. Its elder brother 
is the fallacy that whatever is truly func- 
tional is. bound to be beautiful. Hardly 
anyone supports that one without hedg- 
ing. The younger-brother fallacy relates 
to the taboo 6n certain architectural forms 
because they are not directly related to 
the main system of construction, but also 
to_the use of certain features (not all) 
because they have been used before. The 
dangerous import of this fallacy lies in 
the suggestion that there is an unwritten 


Equitable Savings and Loan- Building, Portland, Oregon.wants to see it. 
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code of design practice to which all self- 
regpartans architects should conform; 
and second is the restriction that such a 
code imposes on the liberty and invention 
of the architect. This fallacy arises 
very largely from the narrowness of 
architectural criticisms, from the propa- 
ganda of pure functionalists, and from the 
timorousness of architects who do not 
want to be branded as out of date or 
ignorant of current trends. 

The gradual elimination of all forms 


not directly related to the engineering - 


structure has come about through the 
most praiseworthy of causes, namely, the 
desire for honesty of expression. In the 
final phase it comes down to some such 
an old basic question as to whether the 
support of a stone lintol by steel can be 
justified on the basis of architectural 
probity. Its corollaries are very involved. 
The law obliges us often to encase steel 
in incombustible materials, so we can no 
longer reveal it externally. Then arises 
the vexed question as to whether it is 
dishonest to have a stone order of columns 
and entablature with a steel core. If we 
say “no,” then we should virtually 
abolish the masonry colonnade in all its 
forms. But the same architect who might 
accept that will likely be unwilling to 
abolish the principle of a stone facing 
for, say, a reinforced concrete structural 
wall, 

The ultimate logic of abolishing every- 
thing that is not structural leads us to 
an expression which is purely an engineer- 
ing one. There is a new office building 
in Portland, Oregon, by Pietro Belluschi, 
where pretty nearly everything has gone 
overboard except the aluminium-faced 
frame and the glass of the windows. The, 
Architectural Forum feels that here at 
last is a taste of the ultimate and true 
architecture. I would beg leave to doubt. 
I would agree.that it demonstrates nearly 
the ultimate in sim- 
plicity. But simplicity, 
either in Art, or Build- 
ings, or People, is only 
a virtue by contrast. 
It can be a purifica- 
tion; on the other 
hand, it can become a 
negative aridity and a 
dreadful bore as well. 

I think the fallacy of 
complete subservience 
to structural expres- 
sion lies in the fact 
that structure per se is 
much less interesting 
than the expression of 
major form and pur- 
pose. The old simile 
of the grand piano 
case still holds good. 
Seemliness demands a 
decent case to cover 
the works. The pub- 
lic will not accept the 
purely intellectual ex- 
pression of architec- 
ture, because it is not 
human. Architecture 
combines __ sculpture, 
colour, and a degree of 
thetoric. It is an ex- 
pression of buiiding; 
and building is shelter. 
How you build that 
shelter—the kind of 
steel and concrete ribs 
and pipes you put in 
it—is interesting; but 
not exclusively so. 
Much sculpture has 
to have an armature 
inside, but no one 
This 
parallel is far-fetched, 


* sort of weatherproof sheet which 
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but it will serve. I regard the form, 
and the clothing, of buildings as of 
paramount importance, and if I wanted 
a colonnade I should have it, even if jt 
had steel tubes inside it. In architecture 
the structure should be quite definitely the 
servant, not the master, and such a beauti- 
ful thing as an Ionic cap should not be 
pat Sey for ever merely because it is 
onic. 


Exterior and Interior Relationships, 
This leads me to a sixth, penultimate, 
and hoary fallacy, namely, that there 
should of necessity be a direct and true 
relationship between exterior and interior; 
in other words that, without more ado, 
the interior forms should be draped in a 
omes 
the external expression, with the neces- 
sary holes perforating the skin in all the 
purely functional places. 

I would say at once that this process 
for forming an exterior is a good sound 
beginning. But it is very far from being 
the end. This is an old theme, but it 
needs re-stating, because the fetish of 
direct expression leads us to the accep- 
tance of disagreeable and uncouth archi- 
tectural elevations. 

We can take a familiar example to illus- 
trate the point, namely, the section of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. 

We see that the internal dome is pro- 
portioned for its interior, but that for 
external effect the outer dome has had to 
be built up in order to dominate. It is, 
to the purist, a fake. And what of the 
screen walls of the aisles; which conceal 
the buttresses? | They are a device to 
conceal a not too palatable truth. But 
no more so than a parapet which conceals 
vent shafts, skylights, lift machinery, 
cisterns and so on, at the top of a modern 
building; or the circular and ovoid drums 
which are so fashionable at the skyline 
summit of ultra modern buildings. 

A. decent draping of uninteresting 
though functional elements is an accepted 
necessity of civilised life; and certain of 
these should be subordinated to more 
important artistic effects, and just because 
a building is of frame construction I see 
no reason why that should impose for 
ever a lintol construction in all the win- 
dow openings. arch has almost 
disappeared to-day. It is more than’ most 
of us dare, to ‘put arches in a facade, or 
even in an interior! We would be branded 
at once as “has-beens.” Yet the arch is 
a lovely form and has a_ psychological 
effect quite apart from its structural sig- 
nificance. 

The vocabulary of available form is 
becoming sadly restricted by a sort of 
self-conscious prudery and _ intellectual 
snobbery. We are becoming afraid. Of 
whom, or what? Mostly of criticism, of 
ridicule. Of coursé, the pendulum will 
swing. - Somewhere, some day, one will 
turn the trick and, going back to early 
Louis Sullivan in the World’s Fair of ’93, 
will put in a great big entrance arch. 
When that time comes, look out! The 
caryatid has sneaked back in Highgate. 
The arch may well reappear in Finsbury! 
As Gertrude Stein says in her essay 
Composition as Explanation: —“ For 
a very long time everybody refuses and 
then almost without a pause everybody 
accepts.” , 

You will see from what has preceded 
that I fear preconceptions in architecture, 
and the cliques that foster them. I am 
basically for the artistic liberty of the 
artist; but also for some form of good 
training in technique and general 
ciples for the architect: I believe, how- 
ever, that there may be coming a revul- 
sion against excessive spoon feeding in 
schools, and a return to the method of 
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self-help and mutual assistance. And this 
leads me to my last point, which may 
qualify as a Vampire and is certainly 
more of a fear than a fallacy. 


State and Municipal Architecture. 

Briefly put, it is this. I think that it is 
a fallacy that the setting up of State and 
Municipal offices for executing public or 
architectural works is for the ultimate 
benefit of architecture. 

Such organisations are in England 
enormously on the increase. They draw 
upon the architect whose private practice 
has been jeopardised by war and the lack 
of building, and upon the school graduate 
who requires some security for his future. 
The recruitment to-day is fairly easy. The 
material is good. I think that these new 
official offices are doing some excellent 
work, and will continue to do it for some 


time. 

But I also see the writing on the wall. 
The goose that laid the golden eggs, 
namely the private architect and the 
schools whose products he helps to train, 
may be ultimately killed. The death of 
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initiative, the gradual prescribing of 
innumerable regulations for aspect, siting, 
elevations and materials, may eventually 
lead to an architecture evolved chiefly 
from_ restrictions. And the architect. 
working in a oe atmosphere of 
bureaucracy, will no longer be capable of 
the imaginative daring which still exists 
to-day; ‘the pioneer, the revolutionary, 
will find it harder and harder to stimulate 
and inspire, as they do now, the main 
body of architectural practitioners. 

The beginnings of control in matters 
artistic are often favourable. Art and 
Architecture require to be fostered, and 
the State must partially replace the patron. 
But the State in competition is another 
matter. And I fear that this will happen. 
It is a serious thought. I think of those 
insurrectionists in a small South American 
state who were constantly shooting their 
rs to power and then being shot in turn. 
All of them, as they faced the inevitable 
firing squad, would utter the same inevi- 
table last words: “Down with tyrants; 
long live liberty.” And that is the way 
I feel about it! 





THE HIGH COST OF HOUSES 


The Case for the 


HE view that if there were a better 
balance between the number of 
houses built by local authorites and the 
number built by private enterprise the 
costs of housing: would be lowered, was 
expressed by Mr. STANLEY C, RAMSEY, 
FR.I.B.A.,  deputy-chairman of the 
Abbey National Building Society, in the 
course of a speech at the annual meeting 
of the Society on March 18. 

Mr. Ramsey began by mentioning two 
aspects of the problem, the present high 
cost of houses, whether second-hand or 
new, and the fact that out of every 
200,000 houses built, some 160,000 are 
carried out by the local' authorities, as 
compared with 40,000 by private enter- 
prise builders. ji 

He continued: “ Now I am going to 
suggest that these two conditions are 
intimately related, and that if there were 
a better balanced programme as between 
local authority and private enterprise 
building, costs would be lowered. The 
price of house building, as given in the 
first Report of the Girdwood Committee, 
set up to investigate costs, by the Minister 
of Health, is three-and-a-quarter times 
for a Council house compared with the 
cost of its pre-war-counterpart. This is 
phenomenal. It is out of all proportion 
with the comparable _ cost-of-living 
figures. and with the cost of other classes 
of building The present-day cost of 
building other than housing, as given 
tecently by Sir Thomas Bennett, an 
acknowledged authority, is 110 per cent. 
above 1938 prices, as compared with 225 
per cent. for house building. Clearly 
there is something wrong here. Allowing 
for the increased size of the . post-war 
house and the better equipment—accord- 
ing to the Girdwood Report, accounting 
for 41.7 of the increase in post-war 
costs—there is still a formidable 
difference.. The two main factors usually 
blumed for these high costs up to the 
present have’ been the lowered output by 
building operatives as compared with a 
similar output in 1938, and the post-war 
scarcity of materials. But all classes 


of building require: both Jabour and 
materials, and though a small house or 
flat require more component parts than, 
say, a factory, this alone cannot account 
for the whole of the difference. 

“As far as materials are concerned 
there is every indication that, with the 
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possible exception of timber, supply is 
approaching demand, and the introduc- 
tion of the bonus incentive system is 
having a noticeable effect on the output 
of labour. 

“Alderman D. H. Daines, who, in a 
recent broadcast, put the case for local 
authorities (which was as noticeable for 
its moderation as its clarity); stated that 
the London County Council was engaged 
in a most interesting experiment. This is 
what he said:—‘ Why not an incentive 
scheme for the employers as well as for 
the operatives?’ Here again I can quote 
the experience of: the London County 
Council. Under what is called the ‘ value 
cost’ contract the council finances a 
particular housing project from _ the 
beginning, and, broadly speaking, pays 
the contractor only for his management 
services. The contractor’s fee is a per- 
centage not of actual cost, which. is 
worked out when the job is finished, but 
of a value for the job estimated in 
advance. The contractor’s fee is gradu- 
ated so that he gets more if he does the 
job for a cost below the estimated value, 
and less if the final cost is higher. The 
contractor has every incentive to keep 
costs down as much as possible.” 

Mr. Ramsey said he had for long been 
an advocate of some such scheme and, 
speaking from experience, could testify 
to its merits in reducing costs. Where all 
risks had to be covered, including delays 
arising from shortages of materials, un- 
certain output by labour and deferred 
decisions by authority—local and central 
—the contractor was bound to cover him- 
self by an adequate amount of 
“insurance.” In other words, “ passing 
the buck” was an expensive business. 

“It has been stated that there is a 
building programme sufficient to engage 
the building industry for the next fifty 
years, and with this programme, the pre- 
war system of competition by tendering 
is likely to continue to be fictitious. The 
real trouble is that at present the emphasis 
is on the wrong kind of competition. 


Competition to Bring Prices Down. 
“What is wanted, in my opinion, is 
competition of quite a different kind, that 
is the competition which was inaugurated 
in 1925 between the local authorities 
and the private enterprise builders after 
the 1914-1918 war. From 1919 to 1925 
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conditions were comparable to those 
existing between 1945 and the present 
time, that is, the great proportion of 
house building up to 1925 was by local 
authorities at a cost of approximately 
three times the 1913 prices. As the 
activities of the private house-builders 
were allowed freer play, so the costs of 
local authority housing continued to fall. 
It is impossible to conceive of a situation 
where comparable types of houses are 
being built—that is, comparable in size, 
quality and situation, some by local 
authorities and others by private builders, 
—and where it is clearly demonstrated 
that the cost of the privately built house 
was much lower than the cost of those 
built by the local authority; something 
would have to happen and that some- 
thing would be a fall in the cost of local 
authority houses. The Girdwood Com- 
mittee on costs came to two important 
and somewhat conflicting decisions on 
the results of the private house builders, 
pxang 6 that they were speedier agents than 
the local authority, and, secondly, that 
they could find no evidence that they, the 
private house-builders, could produce 
houses more cheaply than the local 
authorities. 

“ But time is money and a 
where building is concerned. If a factory 
which is geared-up to produce 100 motor- 
cars a week is only allowed to produce 20, 
the price of the car will be correspond- 
ingly higher. My own view is that some- 
thing approaching parity is required as 
between private builders and _ local 
authorities in the realm of house- 
building. This would mean that the 
private builder could organise on a suffi- 
cient scale, and most important of all, 
could attain a rhythm of production 
which would materially cheapen costs. 

“The truth is that building by com- 
mittees can be a painfully slow, as well 
as a painfully expensive process. In 
London all local authorities must get 
their schemes. vetted by the London 
County Council, and over them sits the 
Ministry of Health with formidable 
powers of veto. It is not the slightest 
use attempting to put the blame on over- 
worked officers when the whole system 
is at fault. What is wanted is far more 
decentralisation. 


Rules for Private Builders. 

“If there are lessons to be learned by 
the authorities, there are also lessons to 
be learned by the eset builders. The 
days when any builder could put up any 
kind of house anywhere, have—thank 
heaven!—gone for ever. If the private 
builder is to be successful he must pro- 
duce houses as_ well-built, as _ well- 
planned, and as well-designed as those 
es up by the local authority, and at a 

wer cost, and he must produce the 
right kind of house in the right place. 
That. he can.do this I am certain, if he 
is given the chance. 

“TI have assumed that in order to geta ~ 
properly planned housing programme, a 
number of houses should put up by 
the private builder equal to the number 
built by the local authority—not in every 
case, of course, but viewing the problem 
as a whole. 

“Tt is sometimes erroneously assumed 
that only the middle-classes—whatever 
that somewhat demoded term may mean 
—can afford, or wish to own their own 
houses. Nothing could be further from 
the truth, as any one with any Building 
Society experience couldtestify. Thereare 
whole sections of the so-called working- 
class, including the more highly skilled 
artisans and leading. hands, who desire 
nothing more than the ‘opportunity to 
own their own home.” '

The Winner’s Report 


Following are extracts from the win- 

ner’s report :— 
HE school will be a two-form entry 
for boys and girls, in the first in- 
stance for ages 11-15, accommodating 
320 pupils. It may have to-be extended 
eventually to accommodate the additional 
age group when the leaving age is raised 
to 16. Ultimately the school will be 
used entirely by boys, and first considera- 
tion has been given to this latter use in 
planning layout and accommodation. 

The area selected for the playground 
occupies the highest point of the site 
where the ground is comparatively level. 
In the case of the administration and 
dining-hall blocks and garden court, which 
run across the contours, advantage has 
been taken of the sharp fall to provide 
a cycle store under the dining-hall block, 
and a lower ground-floor entrance to the 
administration wing. Main access is via 
Spetchley-road, and the forecourt, with 
turning spaces for buses, has been placed 
on the axis of this road. 

PLANNING: The buildings are single- 
storey, with the exception of the dining- 
hall and administration sections men- 
tioned above. The heating chamber, fuel 
store, engineer’s store, etc., are placed 
under the assembly hall stage, and partly 
under the service yard. The H-type plan

has been adopted, varied by not Placing 
the assembly in the centre; this has 
opened out the plan considerably, giving 
economy and more satisfactory siting of 
the playground. The main basis of the 
plan is a central corridor leading from 
the entrance hall straight through to the 
centre of the building and out on to the 
playing fields, 

Gymnasium and Changing Rooms— 
These are planned immediately adjoini 
the playground, and within easy access of 
the playing fields, Windows to the gym, 
to the south are 8 ft. from the floor; to 
the north there is clearstorey lighting 
12 ft. from the floor, ensuring good light 
and cross ventilation. 

Dining Hall.—This is planned to pro- 
vide sufficient accommodation for two 
sittings. It overlooks the garden court 
to the east and has a large window to the 
south. Service is direct to the kitchen, 
and provision is made on the west for 
access to an open-air terrace. The kitchen 
is planned on the lines of the standard 
375 kitchen. 

Future Extensions——Provision is made 
for two additional classrooms. 

The provision of a. second dining-room 

at some future date has been carefully 
considered. This would be located over 
the cycle store adjoining the kitchen and 
first dining-room. 
_ Daylight.—In order to avoid top light- 
ing in the classrooms and to. achieve the 
maximum of daylight, it is considered 
necessary to slope the classroom clear- 
storey windows inwards, so as to elimi- 
nate the shadow normally cast by the 
cills. At the same time, no projection 
should be allowed at the clearstorey 
head. Sloping clearstorey windows have 
been provided also on the north side of 
the classrooms, but in this case deep 
piers and a wide transom and cornice 
have been adopted to admit sunshine dur- 
ing the winter and to exclude it during 
the height of the summer period. Gene- 
rally, clearstofey windows have been pro- 
vided throughout, allowing the maximum 
of daylight and cross*ventilation. 

METHOD OF CONSTRUCTION: Piers and 
roofs in reinforced concrete formed of 
cast in situ beams will be used, spanning 
transversely at 2-ft. centres with a 2-in. 
top slab, giving an overall depth of 
12 in. General reinforced concrete pillars 
are introduced at 10-ft. centres, and slen- 
der concrete mullions are provided to the 
windows which form’ bay ‘units at 5-ft. 
centres, thus allowing ample flexibility 
in the internal arrangements of partitions. 
This applies also to the assembly hall, 
dining hall and gymnasium. 

Materials —Walls will be 11-in. cavity 
in lime-cement mortar, the external fac- 
ings being gold-brown special 2-in. bricks. 
Cills, heads and mullions to windows will 
be in precast concrete, finished with 
cement paint. Entrance doorways will 
have cast-stone surrounds. Doors and 
windows will be of purpose-made gal- 
vanised steel, painted. Garden coutt, 
parapets, steps, copings, terraces, etc., 
will be of cast stone or “ Paropa ” paving. 
The playground will be laid with green- 
coloured concrete slabs in 10-ft. squares. 

Acoustics.—The assembly hail has been 
designed to provide good acoustics. A 
hardwood dado would be provided around 
the hall at a height of 9 ft.; to assist in 
the reinforcement of voices from the 
platform.

for Manufacture of Prestressed Concrete Components 
ADIE, BUTTON AND PARTNERS, FF.R.LB.A., ARCHITECTS 


HIS factory, at Iver, Bucks, housing the latest 
equipment for the production of prestressed 
concrete structural components of all kinds by what 
is known as the long bed or continuous bond 
method, was opened by the Minister of Works, the 
Rt. Hon. Charles W. Key, M.P., on March 15. 
The building is constructed with a reinforced con- 
crete frame with a concrete shell roof to the main

casting shop. The shell roof is in 11 30-ft. bays with 
a width of 56 ft. The thickness of the concrete shell 
at the springing is 44 in. and 24-in. at the crown.

6 in. by 9 in. by 6 in. high 
hollow concrete blocks, which were made on the site. 
These blocks have rebated ends, and to the lower

giving vertical channels in the surface of the walling 
which carried down the lines of the patent glazing, 
which is of aluminium.

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NEW TECHNIQUES AND 
TRADITIONS 


Prof. Gordon Brown’s. Inaugural } 
Address at Edinburgh 


HE effect which new technique in 
administration was having on the 
architectural Boban nge- was mentioned by 
PROFESSOR GORDON BROWN, A.R.I.B.A., 
when he delivered his inaugural address 
as Professor of Architecture in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh at the Pollock 
Memorial Hall recently. The subject of 
his address was “New Techniques and 
Traditions.” 

Professor Gordon Brown said that the 
bulk of the money for building work to- 
day was provided by the Central Govern- 
ment, or by local authorities. The pri- 
vate client was able to build factories if 
these were likely to serve the Govern- 
ment’s economic plans, but otherwise he 
was confined to the small house. The 
Government was adjusting itself to this 
development in various ways. One of 
these was, by expanding their architec- 
tural staffs—thus doing a great deal of 
work themselves. 

This new technique in administration, 
however, was having a profound effect on 
the architectural profession. Whereas the 
majority of students qualifying in” the 
inter-war period went into private offices, 
they now entered public departments. 
This had quite fundamental effects on the 
young architect. _ 

The Professor continued: “ One of my 
ex-students recently said to me, ‘I re- 
gard my boss as a sort of umbrella man. 
He finds the jobs; finds my salary and 
attends all the more tedious committee 
meetings.’ This county architect to whom 
I refer also adopts the procedure of 
allowing each of his assistants to do the 
work in his office as though it were their 
own.” The assistant was given almost 
complete responsibjlity and the work was 
eventually published under his own name. 
This had brought a rush of able young 
people to that office. 

“ After all,” said the Professor, “ they 
became architects because they wished to 
design and erect buildings, and this new 
technique in administration provides them 
with an opportunity of realising their 
ambition at an unusually early age. | If 
the danger of the — architect becom- 
ing too detached from reality is avoided, 
the ‘umbrella’ technique will provide a 
great deal of fine building. 

“But there is still a real need for the 
private practitioner. One must remember 
that he can only thrive if he receives 
public support, and the young architect 
to-day must find this difficult to obtain. 
The giving of work is largely in the hands 
of committees. The committees naturally 
ask for evidence of work of a similar 
kind, and because of the war and the 
slump before the war, the architect of 40 
or under has little to show.” 

Referring to the large-scale architectural 
development arising out of the building 
needs of the British Commonwealth, Pro- 
fessor Brown said British architecture 
had ceased to be something that applied 
to building within the United Kingdom. 
The Central Government had given im- 
mense projects in West and East Africa 
to architects working in London. Local 
offices had been opened in Africa where 
young men were now working and obtain- 
ing experience on a scale which was dif- 
ficult to get in this country, Control, how- 
ever, remained in England. 

“Other large schemes are under con- 
sideration, and I feel that it is high time 
that some of these found their way into 
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the offices of the Scottish architects. It 
would provide a greater chance for our 
established private architects to give 
opportunities to young men of promise 
in tland, and, in addition, it would 
benefit local industries as mechanical 
equipment and many other building com- 
ponents must be, imported into these 
countries.” 

Professor Brown then referred to a new 
factor arising out of the new planning 
technique—the imposition of a remark- 
able degree of control over architectural 
development. This imposed great respon- 
sibilities on the planning team. The

this new factor would probably be that, 


finding themselves restrained to a con- B Arch. (H 


siderable degree in the external form of 
the building, they would tend to seek a 
more ingenious individual expression in 
the design of the interior. 

There was a gap between the architects 
and the public in their views on contem- 
porary architecture, and to close 
the gap planning authorities should 
use their power to get some of the 
new types of buildings erected well 
before the general production. These first 
buildings should be regarded as proto- 
types on which public criticism could be 
invited. Films might also be used to. 
make the public aware of architecture 
and feel that they were participating in 
the evolution of design, since the public 
to-day were, in fact, the patrons. 

Valuable experimental work could also 
be done in the architectural and planning 
schools, where 60 or 100 different solu- 
tions could be produced to a single prob- 
lem. This ~— valuable experience to 
students, and an added sense of reality. 
For the architect and the public this would 
produce possible solutions which would 
help to crystallise the general ideas which 
people might have. 

On building technique Professor Brown 
said that, quite apart from prefabrication, 
there was a wide range of research and 
development carried out during and after 
the Hitler war, the results of which had 
hardly begun to be felt in practice. So far 
the employment ofthis new knowledge 
had been confined largely to places where 
it had helped to solve problems arising 
out of costs and shortages. 

This new knowledge included develop- 
ments in heating, cooling, ventilating and 
lighting, together with a wide range of 
improved mechanical -equipment, and 
research on materials. i 

To compare the medieval and the 
modern house was to compare a candle- 
stick and a fluorescent tube. He did not 
mean that he preferred the fluorescent 
tube for all purposes, but it was here to 
stay, arid something should be done to 
make it give a kinder light and look less 
like a railway sleeper hanging from a ceil- 
ing. It was ‘the same problem—new tech- 
niques and traditions. 


The Education of Young Designers. 
Problems of the future could be divided 
into two sections. There was the imme- 
diate problem of introducing the public, 
the new patron of the arts, tothe great 
and exciting réle it was now called upon 
to play. The second problem—which 
would be a long-term policy—was the 
education of young designers who would 
undertake the great work which lay before 


them in the second half of this century. 


In a civilised society it was lamentable 
that the arts should be so little under- 
stood by young people leaving our 
secondary schools. 

From the schools they went to the 


architectural schools where one might say _ 


that the most important thing to-day was 
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' the development of integrity. The stu- 
dent must be given some foundation on 
which he: could stand against the very 
strong currents of fashion.

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PRESTRESSED 
CONCRETE 


M.O.W. Travelling Exhibition 


(THE development. of prestressed con- 
crete has taken place at an oppor- 
tune time, when there is a world-wide 
searcity of steel, and when most nations 
are suffering from a scarcity of timber. 
Prestressed concrete made little head- 
way before the war, partly because of the 
conservatism of architects and engineers 
towards new materials and processes, and 
partly because there was no need to save 
steel and timber at greater cost, But war- 
time conditions gave a great impetus to 
the interest in and the practical applica- 
tions of prestressed concrete on the Con- 
tinent, where it was invented, and it was 
then used to a considerable extent, par- 
ticularly in Germany, France, Belgium 
and Sweden. Although some prestressed 
concrete bridge girders and a few other 
types of structural members were made 
in this country during the war, the most 
important war-time use of the process in 
Britain was in the manufacture of railway 
sleepers, made by mass-production 
methods at a factory in Lincolnshire. 
Since the end of the war, however, much 
progress has been made, and there are 
now several factories in Britain in which 
prestressed concrete structural members 
and other products are made. These‘pro- 
ducts are generally fairly small, such as 
sleepers and columns and beams up to 
20 ft. or so in length, and the method of 
manufacture generally used is an adapta- 
tion of that of which a German, Ewald 
Hoyer, ‘was the pioneer. In this method 
the wires are stretched. before the con- 
crete is placed in the mould, and the 
tension (applied by a jack) is released 
when the concrete is hard, the bond be- 
tween the concrete and the wires keeping 
the wires in a stretched state and the con- 
crete consequently in compression. It is 
common practice in these factories to 
have production lines up to 450 ft. long, 
oyer which the wires, which pass longi- 
tudinally through the moulds, are 


stretched; in this way a number of units 
are made'at the same time and the wires

web, and fixed at the ends where the cross- 
section of the beam is changed from the 
shape of the letter H to a rectangle. 


Another use of this method where the 
wires are‘not bonded to the concrete is 
in the construction of tanks, where the 
wires are passed around the perimeter of 
the tank and stretched by turnbuckles. 

It is general practice to use the con- 
erete-bonded system for short members, 
and wedges or end-plates for long mem- 
bers, because the cost of the end-plates 
and the wedging devices is a smaller pro- 
portion of the total cost of a long beam 
than of a short one. Experience suggests 
that the concrete-bonded process is the 
most economical for members up to 
36 ft. or so in length, and that the use 
of free wires with end-plates or wedges 
is more economical for members longer 
than about 36 ft. 


There is no doubt that at present pre- 
stressed concrete has advantages compared 
with ordinary reinforced concrete in cases 
where it is important that there should 
be no cracks in the concrete or where 
small constructional depth is important. 
A difficulty in the way of the development 
of prestressed concrete in Britain is the 
scarcity of suitable high-tensile wire, but 





made to increase the supply. 
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Within recent months there have been 
several demonstrations of prestressed con- 
crete structural members and products, 
and last month there was an important 
conference on the subject in London. The 
Ministry of Works has now arranged an 
exhibition of prestressed concrete, which 
was first shown in London last week, and 
which is to be shown in other places in 
Britain. This will afford those interested 
a welcome opportunity of seeing what has 
been done with this new method of con- 
crete design and construction, which, for 
the first time, so increases the tensile 
strength of concrete that this can be taken 
into account.

The models, photographs and draw- 
ings, and the examples of prestressed 
concrete members have been well 
selected, and admirably fulfil. the object 
of making known the properties and 
possibilities of this new material. The 
Freyssinet and Magnel methods are 
shown by models, and there are models 
and photographs of methods of making 
prestressed members by the concrete- 
bonded system. ‘ There are also many 
photographs of prestressed concrete con- 
structions, completed and in course of 
construction, in Britain and abroad, 
ranging from beams of nearly 200 ft. 
span to beams 12 ft. 9 in. long. These 
small beams have been developed by the 
Ministry for use in houses and other 
structures carrying light loads; they are 
H-shaped, 54 in. deep by 2 in. wide over 
the flanges, and weigh only 8 Ib. per 
foot. They may be used as floor and 
roof joists to carry either wooden or 
concrete floors. A prestressed concrete 
“plank” 12 ft.-9 in. long by 3 ft. wide 
by 3 in. thick has been developed for 
use with these joists, so that a light floor 
can be built without the use of timber. 

An interesting e#hibit is a “plank” 
made with mortar and prestressed ‘by 
applying a pull of 5 Ib. to a layer of 
glass fibre embedded in the middle of 
the mortar; this development is in its 
early stages. ; 

Among other exhibits are a transmis- 
sion line pole 36 ft. long, which weighs 
only half a ton and contains only 70 Ib. 
of steel; a similar pole in ordinary rein- 
forced concrete would contain about, 
380 lb. of steel and weigh at least three- 
quarters of a ton. é 


A Variety of Uses. 


Many of the exhibits are of units that 
ate actually being used in work now in 
progress. For’ example, there are slabs 
15 ft. long by 2 ft. wide by 44 in. thick -

for the decks of jetties; telegraph poles — 


22 ft. long; railway sleepers; hollow 
columns for a factory at Bristol; beams 
of 36 ft, span for the roof of a new 
office block for the Ministry of ‘Works; 
hollow girders 18 in. deep, 15 in. wide, 
and 33 ft. long for a bridge in Lanca- 
shire; columns and beams for a building 
for the British Overseas Airways Cor- 
poration; and beams for a structure in 
Edinburgh for His Majesty’s Stationery 
Office. The concrete walls of the build- 
ing last mentioned will be faced on the 
outside with sheet aluminium, leaving an 
air space between the structural concrete 
and the metal:

68th Ordinary Meeting and A.G.M. 


HE 68th ordinary meeting of the 

Architects’ Registration Council of 

the United Kingdom was held at the 

R.LB.A., 66, Portland-place, W.1, 

March 18, Mr. Sydney Tatchell, C.B.E., 
F.R.1LB.A., presided. 

The Board of Architectural Education 
recommended that the Diploma Final 
Examination of the School of Architec- 
ture, Leicester College of Art, be recog- 
nised as qualifying for registration under 
Section 6(3) of the Principal Act. This 
Was approved. 

Mr. A. C. BuNcH, chairman of the 
Finance and General Purposes Commit- 
tee, said the Committee had considered 
and approved a memorandum from the 
Registrar and recommended that the 
Council pass a proposed resolution in 
which it was suggested that the period during 
which arrears of fees might be paid under 
Section 13(5) of the Principal Act shall 
not be extended beyond three years, pro- 
vided that the Council take into considera- 
tion any special circumstances which justi- 
fied an exception being made to the rule. 
A recommendation that any applications 
for reinstatement in which payment of 
the retention fee was more than three 
years in arrear should be referred to the 
Professional Purposes Committee and 
that that Committee be asked to inform 
the Finance and General Purposes Com- 
mittee of any special circumstances which, 
in their opinion, would justify an excep- 
tion being made to the rule in a particu- 
lar case, was thereupon approved. 

The Professional Purposes Committee 
reported that it had, in view of a recent 
decision of the Discipline Committee, 
taken the opinion of learned counsel on 
the effect of the words “ while practising 
his profession” in Principle VII of the 
Code of Conduct:—* An architect must 
not, while practising his profession, carry 
on or engage in any operation of trade or 
business inconsistent or out of keeping 
with the fitting and proper discharge of 
his professional duties.”

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Counsel had advised that the omission 
of these words would have no_ practical 
effect. The Council only had power to 
remove the name of an architect ftom the 
Register under Section 7 of the Principal 
Act if the Discipline Committee found the 
person concerned had been guilty of con- 


on duct disgraceful to him in his capacity as 


an architect, and if an architect was not 
practising his profession it was not easy 
to see how he could be acting in his 
capacity as an architect by reason merely 
of engaging as director of a building or 
other Commpeny. Consequently no advan- 
tage would be gained by the omission of 
the words. 

“On the other hand,” continued the 
report, “ the Committee have it in mind 
that it is very probable that an architect 
who elects to become a director of ‘a 
building company will do architectural 
work for his company, and they have-in- 
structed the Registrar to ask the chairman 
of the Discipline Committee to consider 
whether such architectural work would not 
be deemed to be practising as an architect 
in the same way as a salaried architect 
is regarded as practising.” 

The Committee reported it had received 
an inquiry from an architect whether it 
would be permissible to incorporate a 
business of photoprinting plans with prac- 
tice as an architect. The Committee had 
replied that to carry on a photoprinting 
business would be inconsistent with the 
professional duties of an architect and 
consequently prohibited by Principle VII 
of the Code of Conduct. 


The attention of the Committee had 
been drawn to the panting of the follow- 
ing words in capital letters at the bottom 
of the letter-paper of a firm of archi- 
tects: —“t Specialists in the Design of Fac- 
tories.” The Committee had caused the 
architect to be informed that such a-prac- 
tice was most undesirable. 


The Committee had considered a com- 
plaint in general terms that the system 
under which excess work in the architec- 
tural ‘departments of ‘Government .offices 
or local authorities was allocated to archi- 
tects in private practice led to touting. 
The Committee had received no evidence 
whatever in support of this complaint and 
had replied that any specific complaints, 
supported by adequate evidence, would be 
investigated. 


At the conclusion of the ordinary 
meeting Mr. G. W. JACKSON, F.R.LB.A., 
said that since the inauguration of the 
Registration Council there had always 
been. representatives of “Un- 
attached” architects to assist. in its 
deliberations. While there were still a 
few of these representatives on the Coun- 
cil, they recognised that in due time, their 
work- would eventually be over. At a 
recent meeting of the Council it had been 


decided to make at each meeting of the 


Council a collection for the Architects’ 
Benevolent Fund, which had suggested to 
the .“ Unattached” representatives the 
idea of providing for the Council a col- 
lecting box which would serve to com- 
memorate the association the “Un- 


attached” representatives, past and pre- | 


sent, had had with the Council. 


-.MR. TATCHELL, expressing thanks for 
the gift, said they all recognised the 
thorough manner in which the represen- 
tatives of the “ Unattached ” had assisted 
and co-operated in the Council’s work. 
At the 17th annual. general meeting 
which followed the. ordinary meeting Mr. 
Sydney Tatchell was unanimously re- 
elected chairman and Lieut.-Col. V.'H. 
Seymer -was unanimously elected vice- 
chairman of the Council for 1949-50.

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‘THE ARCHITECT IN INDUSTRY 
“CONCLUSION OF CONFERENCE AT THE R.LB.A. 


JHE fourth and concluding ‘session of 

the two-day conference “ The Archi- 
tect in Industry,” organised by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects,“ was held 
on'the afternoon of March 4, when the 
reports from the Technical Groups were 
followed by discussion and by a general 
summing-up of the conference by Sir 
Percy Thomas, P-P.R.I.B.A. 


GROUP REPORTS 


A.—STRUCTURAL TECHNIQUES 


Reporting from the ‘Technical ae 
on Structural Techniques Mr. W. S. 
ATkins, B.Sc., A.M.IL.C.E., said that on 
the structural side there was a general 
desire in all countries for cleaner outlines 
in industrial construction. Some conti- 
nental countries had gone much further 
in that direction than we had, and their 
outlook on building economics in indus- 
try seemed to be rather wider than ours. 
‘. There was a growth in the use of weld- 
ing, and a somewhat greater use of high 
tensile steel in steel construction. The 
open precast concrete frame job was now 
fairly well established, and ‘would be 
used more and more, probably with 
improvement in the details and greater 
‘availability in industry. The barrel vault 
construction found a_ considerable 
number of supporters and was used. in 
various forms, either with the use of pre- 
stressing to cover large spans or with the 
use of ordinary mild steel reinforcement. 
Both precast concrete and barrel vault 
concrete would. be influenced by the use 
of prestressing, which was being pushed 
in this country by the Ministries for the 
sake of the economy in the use of steel. 
The use of prestressing in continuous 
structures would presumably come in the 
near future, and there was an indication 
of that already. 

The whole trend was towards cleaner, 
more unobtrusive framing, and with that 
went the treatment of services in relation 
to the whole; it was no use putting up a 
¢lean framework and cluttering it up with 
various services. The services must be 
gathered together without loss of acces- 
sibility for maintenance. 

Did not all this indicate the need for 
a‘central, independent control of the con- 
struction, in liaison with the works or 
production engineer? That was a ques- 
tion which must be answered by the 
industrialists themselves. 


B.—HEATING AND VENTILATING 


Mr. Ricnarp Eve, B.Arch., summing 
up the meeting of the Technical Group 
on Heating and Ventilating, said that 
the three speakers covered the field fully. 
Dr. Bedford, the expert on the physio- 
logical side, disc the requirements in 
the factory for the human béing; Mr. 
Copeland Watts, as a consulting engineer, 
showed how the engineer was attempting 
ie ‘eo the design ee 

t. Sutton, an engineer of the Ministry 
of Fuel and Power, disc the neces- 
= of conserving heat by insulation. 
“ Out of courtesy to our profession,” Mr. 
Eve added, “none of the speakers men- 
tioned the need for collaboration between 
the heating engineer and the architect, 
but some of the slides shown indicated 
the need for it.” 

:. The discussion which had followed the 
remarks of the three speakers proved that

a keen interest was taken in insulation, 
but he was left with the feeling that many 
people were uncertain about’ how to 
arrive at that most important factor in 
insulation, the U value. He would 
refer those interested to a publication by 
the Institution of Heating and Ventilat- 
ing Engineers called “Computation for 
Heat roe for Buildings,” cost- 
ing 2s. 6d., or to the advisory service of 
the Fuel Efficiency Branch of the Ministry 
of Fuel and Power. 

The bye-laws came in for criticism, 
particularly in regard to ventilation and 
the necessity of putting lavatories on the 
outside wall and su plying air bricks 
when mechanical methods of ventilation 
might actually be installed in the factory. 

As a profession, architects came in for 
a drubbing. One speaker pointed out 
that insulation had been a matter of com- 
mon knowledge since 1924, and asked 
why architects had not insisted on its use. 
There was an answer, but it would take 
too long to give. 

In all the discussion on heat conserva- 
tion, no mention was made of the value 
of the multi-storey factory, particularly 
for light industry. That OF not been 
mentioned as much as he would have 
expected in the ,Conference generally. 
He understood that it had advantages in 
capital cost, and he had in mind the 
very pleasant aesthetics of the van Nelle 
factory in Rotterdam. 

The crying need in the field dealt with 
was for research into ventilation and the 
whole problem which that involved. 
After that, there seemed no doubt that 
legislation would be required. A further 
examination of heating problems was 
necessary; it was impossible to rest con- 
tent with present methods. Greater 
understanding of the need for insulation 
must be spread abroad. 


C.—NATURAL AND ARTIFICIAL 
LIGHTING 


Mr. W. A. ALLEN, B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A., 
dealing with the meeting of the Techni- 
cal Group on Lighting, said that Mr. 
R. O. Ackerley, who gave a paper on 
artificial lighting, made good use of the 
historical development of artificial light- 
ing in factories to demonstrate the way 
in which standards of criticism 
which were applied to lighting design 
forced a change at each stage in the 
development of modern artificial light- 
ing. It was interesting to see the thread 
of development running right through 
the past and present and pointing straight 
to future development. The major prob- 
lem of the next stage was controlled 
brightness and contrast values. 

The opinion held about the present 
= was that where quantity fell 

low the present recommended stan- 
dards, it should be raised, and quality 
should be raised everywhere. 

It was agreed that quantity tended to 
be swamped by quality criteria. Mr. 
Ackerley described the way in which the 
designer of a lighting system now went 
about his work, by a very careful analysis 
of the kind of work being done. Not 
even an operative, and certainly not the 
general factory manager, would know 
exactly the nature of the work in the sense 
of what the eyes were doing from moment 
to moment, and what were the things 
which distracted a man or which he tried 
to watch to get his work done quickly. 
Task analysis was a separate skill, 
acquired without too much difficulty, but 
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requiring training and knowledge, because 
it was half intellectual perception. That 
was the kind of training which an illu- 
minating engineer was given in these days, 
and -a lighting system would be designed 
very much in terms of the exact work 
which it had to do. ‘ 

Mr. Ackerley had also referred to the 
economic value of lighting. There would 
be general agreement that a factory build- 
ing was an eXpensive investment, but an 
investment in order to produce condi- 
tions in which work could be done, and 
there was no point in not realising the 
investment to the full by failing to put 
in light which would make the work as 
productive as possible. Lighting had a 
very considerable -effect on the produc- 
tivity of a plant; with bad lighting, the 
production curve fell off sharply as day- 
light disappeared. Eee 

Dealing with natural lighting (on which 
he himself gave a paper), they compared 
the ordinary double-pitched roof, the 


north-light roof and what the Americans . 
‘called a “ monitor” roof in terms of the 


amount of light, the usefulness of having 
light from \two directions, and in terms 
of sunlight and glare, and whether the 
glass was in big patches or little ones, the 
tendency to dirtiness, and ease of clean- 
ing. It was interesting to find that the 
double-pitched roof, with its shallowly 
sloping glazing; yielded a good deal more 
light for a given area of glass than either 
of the other two systems, and the monitor 
gave the least amount for a given area 
of glass; but in all other respects the 
mogitor roof, with its two-sided lighting, 
clearly had major advantages. The only 
exception was where sunlight had to be 
excluded for a particular process. One 
of the great advantages of the monitor 
was that, since it gave light from two 
sides, it was possible to run the produc- 
tion line in either direction across the 
factory, knowing that the products would 
not be in shadow for the workmen. 


The consensus of opinion seemed to 
be that usually sunlight was a good thing 
to have in a factory. It had the disad- 
vantage of bringing in heat, but that was 
troublesome only for a small part of the 
year. Another disadvantage was the 
sharp shafts of light, but these could be 
dispersed by suitable kinds of glass. One 
speaker said that they had north-light 
roofs, but had to introduce south-light 
glazing simply to admit some sunlight. 
Much more information was wanted on 
that question. 

Shell concrete roofs were very diffi- 
cult to light by natural lighting; they 
tended to have big spans, and one could 
get light in only at the edges or along 
the ridge of a vault; it was rather primi- 
tive and low inténsity illumination. This 
raised the question of mixing artificial 
and natural vphtios. It had been usual 
to regard artificial lighting as something 
to use at night, and daylighting as some- 
thing to be used in the day, but there 
was no reason why, with fluorescent 
sources, artificial light should not be used 
in the day-time to supplement the day- 
light, thus making more use of the capi- 
tal investment represented by the arti- 
ficial lighting system. There might be a 
further advantage if it were possible to 
reduce the areas of glass, and so reduce 
the heat losses. That was a very im- 
portant point for designers. 

The impression was gained that moni- 
tor roof lighting was likely to be the 
“best bet” for factory roofs, but that it 
needed skill in design, and one must com- 
pute where the artificial lighting was 
going. . Secondly, there was no reason 
why natural and artificial lighting should 
not be mixed successfully. 
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D.—VARIOUS FACTORS 
AFFECTING WORKING 
CONDITIONS 


Mr. H. G. Maute, M.A., said that in 
the Technical Group on Factors Affect- 
ing Working Conditions, he and: Dr. N. 
Davis, both speaking as industrial psy- 
chologists, ee to pick out some of 
the factors which were regarded by the 
workers themselves as important to their 
health, comfort and happiness, and, inci- 
dentally, to their efficiency. In order that 
these conditions should be right, it was 
supremely important that the architect 
and the client should get together at.the 
beginning and exchange information 
about the process, the plant and the whole 
of the industrial undertaking. 

Jt was noted how frequently the archi- 
tect built an unsatisfactory . workplace 
because he was not equipped with infor- 
mation about fumes, dust, steam, effluent, 
waste products, raw materials or other 
factors affecting the heating, lighting, ven- 
tilation or layout of the factory. Unless 
the client furnished the architect with. all 
that information at the~start, the archi- 
tect could not be expected to provide a 
building which would satisfy those who 
worked in it. 

Reference was made to welfare and 
allied services, and Dr. Davis*had empha- 
sised how intensely the worker felt it if 
not provided with adequate washing 
facilities; it might at times be the pre- 
cipitating cause of a strike, or, at any 
rate, lead to a reduction in the efficiency 
of the people concerned. 

The architect, in order to plan properly 
the personnel and medical departments, 
where they existed, must know what the 
firm’s policy was regarding the relation of 
the personnel officer to the works medi- 
cal officer. Was one over the other; were 
they both independent; or did both work 
under some third person? These things 
would influence the plan. 

They had emphasised the importance 
of consultations between architect, client, 
production manager and various experts, 
but felt that one person had frequently 
been left out of those discussions at the 
drawing-board stage—the worker himself. 

Lastly, the question of cost was raised, 
and it was asked what it was all going to 
cost. Neither he nor Dr. Davis was 
competent to enter into that discussion, 
but they expressed the view that industry 
had spent large sums of money on tech- 
nical research: and on studying the effi- 
ciency of machines, but very little on 
studying the human problems of industry. 
That was where money could well be 


’ spent, and they would say better spent 


than on problems of ventilation. 
Discussion 

In the coursé of the discussion which 
followed the submission -of. the’ reports 
from the Technical Groups a speaker 
referred to the commendation of high 
tensile’ steels at the meeting on Structural 
Techniques, and asked whether there was 
likely to be a demand for them for 
structural purposes in future. 

Mr. W. S. ATKINS thought the demand 
should be>considerable. ‘He could. not 
understand the lack of popularity of the 
high tensile steels, but it might be due 
partly to the fact that the building public 
did not know that they were there. Also, 
they might feel that for high tensile steel 
the sources of supply were more 
restricted, and so they feared delays in 
delivery; but that was a passing phase. 

THE PRESIDENT mentioned that the 
Government were monger, Br. a committee 
to popularise the use of high tensile steel. 
_ To the question of whether fluorescent 
lighting was likely to be superseded by 
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some other form. Mr. R. O. ACKERLEY 
ag that there were at present no signs 
of it 


Mr. W. A. ALLEN mentioned that noise 
reduction and thermal insulation could be 
conveniently combined. Few people 
would buy noise reduction, because it 
was difficult to set it off against reduced 
costs, but they could be persuaded to buy 
thermal insulation, because the savings 
could be readily shown. There was a 
technique, due to Scandinavian research, 
which consisted essentially of having 
some thin sheet material, such as plaster- 
board, which ge seg an absorbent 
material such as glass silk, and which was 
slotted or perforated with openings of 
about ten per cent. of the total area. That 
could be used in factories without too 
much trouble, with enormous acoustic 
efficiency. as well as thermal efficiency. 

Replying to a questioner who asked 
whether a stage had been reached where it 
was an advantage in industrial buildings 
to cut out windows in roofs and walls, 
Mr. W. A. ALLEN said the consensus of 
opinion was that where that was done 
the workpeople would not be very happy. 
They had consulted a number of Ameri- 
can managers of factories working in 
day-time by artificial light, and they 
seemed happy about it, but did not say 
what the workpeople thought of it. 

A speaker connected with a textile firm 
referred to the importance of eliminating 
noise in weaving sheds, and asked what 
the possibilities were in that direction. 

Mr. H. G. MAuLE replied. that in one 
instance it had been found that where 
ear-protectors were provided for weavers 
there was an eight per cent. increase in 
production. Very often it did not matter 
what one did so long as one did some- 
thing. He had in mind a case where the 
maintenance engineer was called away 
and left the job only half done, but when 
the workers returned they said “ Isn’t it 
lovely now?” It was the same with 
colour schemes; it was not so much the 
effect of the colour as the fact that the 
management. were. taking an: interest 
which stimulated the_workers. If one 
made a fuss about noise it might have an 
effect almost equal to a positive reduc- 
tion. 


Summing-up by Sir Percy Thomas 


Sir Percy THOMAS, summing-up the 
conference, said: I should like to refer 
to what seemed to me to be some of the 
high-lights ‘of the conference. 

The first point which Lord Forrester 
made, and one which is most important 
from the point of view of the architects, 
is the need to understand the process 
which is going on inside the factory which 
we are designing. I know from my own 
experience that I should have been very 
<r to do the factory work 
which I am Lag | but for the fact that 
during the war I happened to be in con- 
trol of the production of munitions and 
gained a first-hand insight into the work- 
ings of engineering works and factories. 
I do not-suggest that we have to have a 
war before we can study factory build- 
ings, or that budding Gilbert Scotts 
should be sent to a monastery for a 
couple of years, or that architects who 
want to..study law courts and prison 
buildings should study the technique of 
acid baths; but we must thorough! 
understand what is going on in the build. 
ings which we design. 

Mr. White emphasised séme important 
points. One was the avoidance of tight 
planning. . With regard to that some 
comment. was made:in the discussion 


about standard factories in trading estates.” 


My own view is that there is no such 
thing as a standard factory because there 
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is no such thing as a standard client. 
Although standard factories. were built 
during the war for the sake of speed, I 
have never come across one yet which 
did not have to be altered, so that it 
seemed better to start from the beginning. 
with the client's requirements, and also. 
allow for extensions, which was a diffi- 
culty with most of our old factories. Mr. 
White also referred to team-work, the 
importance of which I cannot over- 
emphasise. It was most welcome to hear 
that underlined to-day from the side: 
of the engineers. I had to pinch myself 
to make sure that I was not dreaming. 
when I found that in this Institute an 
engineer was defending the use of an 
architect on every kind of building. 
With regard to what Mr. Kenneth 
Campbell said, I should like to emphasise 
that, however efficient a permanent archi- 
tectural staff may be, there is something. 
to be gained by calling in outside con- 
sultants, even if they have never done a 
building of that particular kind before. 
I do not know that Giles Scott ever 
designed a brewery before he did 
Guinness’s, or a power station before he: 
did Battersea, and if hospital planning 
had o— 7 by a hoa ae of — s ; 
gang who did hospitals in my pupilage. 
days we should never have had the 
modern development in hospital planning 
which the competition system gave us by 
bringing in new men. The architect must 
break new ground, and it is part of our 


. calling to be ready to take on new tasks. 


and to face new problems all our lives. 
Mr. Maule mentioned canteens, and 
this is a subject on which no two clients 
think alike. They all start with the 
democratic idea of everybody dining 
together, but you usually end up with 
having about four separate canteens. I 
do not think that it is due to the fact 
thatthe directors do not want to dine 
with the workers; it is the workers who 
do not want to dine with the directors. 
Another difficulty about canteens is that 
of estimating the numbers for whom to 
cater. If the rationing of food were to 
end, many more people would go home 
and almost all your canteens would be 
too big. In certain parts of the-country,. 
where the workers come from a distance,,. 
it is very difficult to estimate how many 


-will bring bread and cheese with them. 


With many canteens the estimate made 
after careful thought by the management 
has proved too large or too-small. 

I agree that the windowless factory’ 
is dreadful for the workers, and that 
some windows are necessary if only to 
let people see the sky and the trees. ‘The 
Nylon spinners’ factory was too large 
to be naturally lighted, and fluorescent. 
lighting is used, but the whole of the walls 
are glazed, and had to be double-glazed 
for insulating .purposes. .We went very 
carefully into that, and €ven communi- 
cated with America. . No firm in this. 
country would manufacture the fused 
glass with a cavity in it, and each pane 
would have to be specially made. The 
space part of the glass is governed by two 
factors, (i) the section of the window 
frames into which the two sheets of glass 
are to be placed, and (ii) the absolute: 
necessity of having the whole of the inner 
window to open, because no matter how 
tight you make it you will get condensa- 
tion on the inside, and you must be able 
to clean the windows from time to time.. 

With regard to the noise of machines, 
we had great difficulty with one very 
noisy machine and sent it to Mr. Allen’s 
department, which, after careful con- 
sideration, gave us a very full and highly 
technical report, which really amounted to» 
saying “If you.want no’ noise, you had 
better scrap the machine,”

JN para. 67 the Board say. that, in the 

case of a house which comprises a 
separate building (e.g., not a flat over a 
shop), the right to erect a house (say a 
gardener’s cottage in the grounds of a 
large house) will be asse: for develop- 
ment charge without taking account of 
any increase of value which the house 
may give. to the larger house. As a 
further example they mention the case 
of a caretaker’s house in the curtilage of 
a factory. 

LARGE HOUSES built some time ago, 
which, before the Act was passed, were 
sold at reasonably high prices because 
of possible or probable imternal conver- 
sion into flats or offices, etc., when so 
converted (if they were in’ existence on 
July 1, 1948) will not pay a development 
charge. A change to offices or an institu- 
tion or other material change of use will, 
of course, attract a charge. 

FARMHOUSES are liable to a charge in the 
same way as ordinary houses, but most 
farm buildings are exempt, while houses 
occupied by agricultural workers have 
special treatment. By paragraph 71; the 
Board say that though these are in law 
liable to a charge, arrangements. have 
been made to carry out the undertaking 
given in Parliament, that the charge 
should be postponed, and not paid on the 
erection or enlargement of them as long 
as occupied by this class of workers. If 
such a house is used later as a week-end 
cottage, then the charge will become 
payable. 

The position of the farmer taking in 
paying guests is subject to. paragraph 7 
(see previous article; and Appendix C. 
of the Notes). 

GARAGES AND STABLES IN THE CUR- 
TILAGE OF A House. These are to be 
regarded as ancillary to the house and 
treated in the same way as for a. house, 
when used (as they will usually be) for 
the enjoyment of the house. If erected 
at the same time as the house, the de- 
velopment charge will be an inclusive 
one: if erected later (and not coming 
within the enlargement tolerance in the 
Third Schedule), then the before-and- 
after method of valuation will normally 
be adopted. 

Sports GROUNDS. The Board 
announce that until they obtain more 


accurate information of the prices paid P 


and valuations. made for existing sports 
grounds under the new Act, they propose 
to use the llowing rule: Consent 
Value: for sports grounds (which in the 
past have been freely bought and sold 
nearly always at a: value for some pur- 

se other than sport, i.e:, agricultural, 
industrial or housing: value) will be taken 
as equivalent to one-quarter of the value 
to erect houses’ of the type and at the 
density and rate of building likely to 
have: been erected on that particular 
ground. If the rticular ground is 
physically unsuitable for housing, then 
at that same fraction of the value of those 
houses: prevailing: in the neighbourhood. 
Hence, where Refusal Value is. based on 
an existing use as agricultural land, then, 
if housing value is high compared with 
agricultural value; a development charge 
will. be payable; but this charge. will be 
nil when housing value is less than four 
times the agricultural value (paragraphs 
77 and 78). ; 

Suops. No difficulty is likely to arise 


here (the Board say) once it is clearly 
established what is a “ shop ”—then, of 
course, the change of use from one type 
of shop to another is exempt from charge 
(paragraphs 85 and 24). 

The following are not “ shops” for the 
purpose of development charge, though 
some are usually regarded as such:— 
buildings used for the sale of refresh- 
ments, other than eatables not cooked on 
the premises, and beverages; amusement 
arcades; pin-table saloons; funfairs; 
garages (i.e., presumably those of a public 
nature where repairs can be carried out); 
petrol-filling stations; hotels or on- 
licensed premises. Also a bank is an 
office, as is an estate agent’s office. 

Apart from the above, the definition of 
a shop broadly corresponds to the 
ordinary meaning of the term, but, to 
remove any doubt on the matter, it is 
provided that buildings used by hair- 
dressers, undertakers, ticket-agencies, 
and receiving. offices for goods to be 
washed, cleaned or repaired, are shops. 
The Board then call attention to the 
definition of “ shop ” given in Statutory 
Instrument 1948, No. 954, wherein is in- 
cluded “ a building used ..: . for other 
purposes appropriate to a shopping 
area.” It is pointed out that the above 
words do not mean “ is in fact a shopping 
area” or even “in fact commonly exists 
in a shopping area,” for these meanings 
would include many houses. and solicitors’ 
and other offices. So the Board feel that 
the legal definition in some cases will 
have to be studied (i.e., where there is a 
doubt whether such and such a build- 
ing is a shop in a. particular case), but 
most developers can assume that a 
“shop” is what the ordinary person 
means by the term. 

Some shops, however, have other uses 
on upper floors. In such cases, when 
assessing the development charge, it will 
be necessary to keep in mind the principle 
enunciated in paragraph 16 (c):—“ Where 
a building is increased as a whole by 
ten per cent. (see the Third Schedule to 
the Act), and has two or more uses by 
one person. the whole extension cannot 
automatically be devoted, without 
liability to charge, to one of the uses. 
Hence, suppose the original building has 
60 per cent. of one use and 40 per cent. 
of another, the whole building can be 
enlarged by ten per cent. without develop- 
ment charge; and then (i) the same 
roportions as before can be maintained 
in the enlarged building, or (ii) the larger 
use can be increased to make 66 cent., 
or (iii) the smaller use can be increased 
to make 44 per cent. of the enlarged 
building, as a maximum in both cases. 

Orrices. After calling attention to the 
fact that a change of use from any one 
type of office to any other type is per- 
mitted without. development charge, the 
Board go on to say that offices (as well 
as other uses) which are incidental to 
another main use (e.g., factory or shop 
offices in the same curtilage as the fac- 
tory or shop) are to be treated as part 
of the main. use. It follows that it is 
not a material change of use to devote 
part of an existing factory building to 
Office purposes, or to use a factory office 
for manufacturing purposes (paragraph 


. 
Burpinc ESTATES (paragraph 93). 


‘The Board say they are prepared to assess 


one development charge for a unit. of 
development of a reasonable size,.and in- 
sist upon the importance of developers 
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applying to them to assess the complete 
development charge for the unit before 
the first works are carried out on the 
land, i.¢., road works or sewers. So the 
Form D.I. should be sent to the C.L.B. 
before those first works are to be carried 
out (query—begun?). Norfnally, the 
Board (very large estates excepted) will 
accept as the “ unit ” of development for 
fixing the charge, 4n area of land which is 
likely to comprise one continuous 
development comprised in one planning 
permission. 

LAND WHERE ROADS, SEWERS, ETC., ARE 
TO BE MADE PREPARATORY TO OTHER 
DEVELOPMENT. ‘The principle .to be 
adopted here is illustrated by an ex- 
ample:—There is a grass field with 
frontage to public highway. Planning 
permission is obtained for a road, sewers, 
etc., off the highway and across the field, 
and also to build 20 houses fronting the 
estate road. Owner wants to construct 
road and services (costing £2,000), then 
either build houses himself or else sell 
plots for others to build. Whichever 
course is taken, development charge is 
the same. The difficulty here is, when 
assessing this charge, to allow a proper 
return to the developer for the £2,000 
invested: on the land. 

The Board in such a case; when assess- 
ing Consent Value, will allow the road- 
constructing developer an allowance for 
his capital investment, including any 
statutory ernie for road, etc., charges, 
and a reasonable return for profits and 
risk, but only if this developer is willing 
to pay the development charge: Should 
he sell a plot or plots to another person 
and leave that person to pay the charge, 
the Board cannot devise a method of 
allowing a deduction for the cost of the 
services or a return on the cost. Hence, 
the estate developer should always 
approach the Board to determine the 
charge on some reasonable unit of 
development before he begins to invest 
money on improvements. He should 
undertake to pay the charge himself and 
should sell the plots (if he is not build- 
ing on thent himself) inclusive of develop- 
ment charge. (See Method B of the 
Board’s pamphlet, “House I” (Appen- 


dix B)).

REDEVELOPMENT OF 
COVENTRY 


THE view that. special Government 
concessions should be madé to Covetitry 
because of the city’s extraordinary prob- 
lems of redevelopment, was expressed by 
speakers at a meeting of Coventry City 
Council on March 8, when consideration 
was given to a list. setting forth the 
priority in which capital works should 
proceed, 

ALDERMAN G. E. HODGKINSON, vice- 
chairman of the Policy Advisory Com- 
mittee, said: “ We are grafting on to an 
old town a new town’s problems, and 
we are saying there should be additional 
help for this city because we are in the 
front line of the export drive.” 

ALDERMAN S. R said they might 
have to go to the Ministry of Works at 
national level, and ask if some assistance 
in: regard to the acceleration of the build- 
ing work could be given. 

They had received a circular from 
the Minister of Education, saying that he 
was looking to the city to submit to him 
a five years’ plan to build six schools each 
succeeding year. ; 

“I need not point out to the Council,” 
the speaker continued,. “the tremendous 
advance it is going to be if. we achieve 
in’ a single year the completion of three 
schools, let alone six.”

A Plan for Chichester by 
Thomas Sharp 


R. THOMAS SHARP justifies the 
title he has given to his report on 
Chichester* by the fact that most of the 
buildings in the city are representative 
examples of domestic work dating from 
between 1650 and 1750, and that of these 
the majority belong to the eighteenth 
century. The scale of building is modest 
throughout and thus leaves the Cathedral 
effectively dominant, more especially as 
it, with its subsidiary adjuncts, occupies 
almost the whole of the south western 
quadrant formed by the cross roads 
dating from the Roman foundation which 
has dictated the planning of the central 
area. ' 

This area was extended somewhat by 
the medieval walls which ring round an 
area rather less than halfamilein diameter. 
Fortunately this area is by no means 
fully built ‘up, and there is but little con- 
gestion, most of the recent expansion 
having taken place outside the walls. 
Large stretches of this wall remain, 
though the gates have disappeared, and 
Dr. Sharp has taken advantage of the 
‘fact to open them up and to carry his 
encircling road outside only, for good 
reasons, sweeping further out towards the 
east and the south-west. 

At the intersections of this ring road 
and the radial routes, roundabouts are 
planned to encourage traffic to take the 
ting road unless seeking the central area. 
The ring is mainly intended for local 
traffic as there is already a by-pass for 
long distance traffic to the south, and 
another is proposed to the north of the 
city. With the exception of the existing 
suburb of Summersdale, to the north, the 
city would not extend beyond these by- 
passes; and it would not be difficult to 
plan for an expansion from 17,500 to 
20,000 inhabitants, which is as large an 
increase as is anticipated as likely. 

It is considered that some 700 houses 
ought to be replaced in the near future, 
and that .the 400 houses now in course 
of construction will not fully provide for 
those awaiting homes, so that from 750 
to 1,000 houses may well be planned for, 
together with some ancillary provisfons 
such as schools, clinics and other social 
services. 

The present railway station has long 
been condemned, not merely as unsatis- 
factory, but as actually unsafe. It is 
suggested that the station should be rebuilt 
slightly further to the east, the level 
crossing closed, and the road to the south 
carried by an over-bridge just west of the 
station buildings. The station yard would 
be approached from the South Gate 
roundabout and the terminal for the bus 
services be located a short distance to, the 
east, just-outside the ring route. 

The most unfortunate circumstance in 
relation’ to the position of Chichester is 
due to the fact that there are beds of 
good gravel all along the eastern edge of 
the city. Some 300 acres have been 
worked out and are, for the most part, 
covered with water; but what is worse, 
at least another 500 acres of good agri- 
cultural value have .been acquired for 
working. . The gravel is of a high grade, 
but it occurs elsewhere, and it is a matter 
for serious consideration whether these 
Operations are justified. Restoration of 
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such devastated areas is, even when prac- 
ticable, a long and costly. process. 

This report was prepared for the City 
Council, but under the new Town and 
Country Planning Act, which came into 
operation last July, the statutory responsi- 
bility for replanning was transferred to 
the West Sussex County Council and the 
report will therefore be passed on to this 
body, but is now issued as the City Coun- 
cil thought it should be placed before the 
interested public, BV. 1. 


LONDON SLUM 
CLEARANCE 
Six Areas to be Developed 


"THE Government’s recent declaration 
that a recommencement of slum- 
clearance would shortly begin has been 
given practical form by the statement, 
made on Friday last, that immediate steps 
are to be taken to survey six areas in the 
metropolis with a view to their clearance 
and rebuilding. About 1,500 occupied 
houses are involved and the sites are in 
the boroughs of Stepney, Camberwell, 
Bethnal Green (2), Southwark and Ful- 
ham. Survey, obtaining powers of acqui- 
sition, etc., will take 18 months, and the 
work of clearing the six areas will not 
start before 1951, by which time the 
Council believes that there should be a 
reasonable supply of rehousing accom- 
modation. The rebuilding will be done, 
according to Mr. Gibson, chairman of the 
L.C.C. Housing Committee, in accord- 
ance with the County of London Plan. 


New Sites in Green Belt. 


Simultaneously, the Housing Commit- 
tee propose to acquire three sites in 
Boreham Wood, Herts, totalling 630 
acres, for the erection of about 4,180 
dwellings in a mixed development of flats 
and cottages. The Committee’s propo- 
sals (which were approved by the Coun- 
cil on March 23) envisage two complete 
neighbourhood units and a site befween 
the two to be developed as a civic centre 
for the benefit of the whole area. The 
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net residential density on sites 1 and 2 will 
be 46.4, and 44.25 people to the acre; 
168 acres are reserved for open space 
compared with 150 recommended in the 
County of London Plan. Herts C.C., 
Elstree and Watford R.D.C.s and Barnet 
U.D.C. are to take Mage in the planning 
and development of the area. Existing 
industry, together with the develo 
ment of other land in the neigh- 
bourhood zoned for industry, wil 
provide adequate ere for the 
projected population of 33,000, of which 
the Council’s developments will bring the 
population to about 20,000. 

Plans for these extra-County de- 
velopments will be prepared by the De- 
partment of the Housing Director and 
Valuer, the Housing Architect being Mr. 
S. Howard, L.R.ILB.A. 

In making these announcements, Mr. 
Gibson has stated that the new estates 
of the L.C.C. outside the County of Lon- 
don occupy less than 1 per cent. of the 
Abercrombie Green Belt, and that Sir 
Patrick Abercrombie recognised when 
preparing the Greater London Plan that 

25,000 people would have to be re- 
housed in the Green Belt. 


ROEHAMPTON HOUSING 


L.C.C. Proposals Criticised 

AN L.C.C. scheme for building at Roe- 
hampton was criticised by MR. L. G. 
PEARSON, F.R.I.B.A., at a meeting of the 
Roehampton Villagers’ Association and 
the Town and Country Planning Associa- 
tion, at the Planning Centre on March 8. 
The number of persons to be housed, 
21,000, was far too high, he said, and must 
result in cramped dwellings and frustrated 
lives, and miserably insufficient local play- 
space, The proportion of flats to houses 
was far too high in view of the well- 
known preference of Londoners for 
houses with gardens. Flats were detested 
by mothers as places to bring up children. 
Children suffered physically and mentally 
by the restraint of life in a flat. Many of 
the flats themselves were eight storeys 
high, which meant the installation of lifts 
which were expensive to instal and main- 
tain. ‘The cost of flats in London was 
far greater than of houses; and the public 
had to pay far greater subsidies on them. 

The main traffic route passed through a 
bottle-neck at Roehampton Village down 
a widened Roehampton-lane to Hammer- 
smith. A heavy strain would be placed on 
road transport within the area. 

The moment had now arrived when the 
whole policy of the L.C.C. should be re- 
vised. There was a sad falling off from 
the standards of the much-admired L.C.C. 
Roehampton estate near' by. That had:an 
average density area of 12 an acre. This 
new one was to have 28 an acre. 

He believed that a really good scheme 
could be produced if a population of 
10,500 was allowed for instead of 21,000. 
The rest should be accommodated in the 
New Towns: which had already been 
started, with all facilities for a good life. 

Mr. F. J. Ossorn, in the chair, said 
that those who criticised the L.C.C. policy 
must realise the L.C.C.’s _ practical 
dilemma. There was a colossal shortage 
of houses, which had to be met somehow. 
It could not be met in inner London, 
where the standard of density adopted was 
already far too high. It must not be met 
by cutting into London’s precious Green 
Belt. The only way was to push on 
faster with housing and factories and 
offices in the New Towns and outer coun- 
try towns, beyond the Green Belt. : 
criticism of the L.C.C. was that they were ’ 
too indifferent to this, the only real 
solution. ,

Development Co., Ltd. 


wy In the Referees’ Court of the High 

Court on Thursday, March 10, his Honour 
J. G. Trapnell, K.C., delivered his judg- 
ment in the action by Drinkwater and 
Partners, Ltd., of High-street, Feltham, 
against Eyre Development Co., Ltd., of 
Holloway-road, N. 

Mr. Michael Horne (instructed by 
Messrs. Owen White and _ Catlin) 
appeared for the’ plaintiffs, and Mr. 

awser (instructed by Messrs. Wadlake 
Saint and Co.) for the defendants. 

The plaintiffs claimed the balance due 
to them for work done and materials 
supplied in and about the conversion of 
The Rookery, Dorking, into flats and 
maisonettes under an agreement of 
October, 1946, and £100 paid by plaintiffs 
to the architect, Mr. Brine, on account of 
his fees; due and payable by the defen- 
dants to Mr. Brine. 

Defendants admitted the agréement 
and pleaded that as the licence was 

anted under the Regulations of 1939, 
or work up to £5,000, plaintiffs could not 
recover any amount in excess thereof. 
They had paid plaintiffs £4,520 in respect 
of the work. They counter-claimed for 
damages. 

Plaintiffs denied that there was any 
ground for the counter-claim. 

Plaintiffs’ case was that they entered 
into the agreement and executed the 
work as sub-contractors for the defen- 
dants. Prior to the making of the agree- 
ment, defendants, they alleged, repre- 
sented to them that they had licences for 
the execution of the work. Mr. Ham- 
mond, of the defendant company, did not 
dissent from that statement. 

His Honour, in giving judgment, 
_said this was a claim for balance of 
account for work and labour done in 
converting The Rookery, Dorking, into 
6. flats and maisonettes. This amount 
did not include several other small items, 
including a sum for the cost of gas 
heaters. The plaintiffs relied on a state- 
ment that the defendants’ architect had 
a licence to carry out the whole work, 
whereas they only had a licence to do 
work up to £5,000. The main question 
at issue was whether the plaintiffs were 
told that the licence was a limited one. 
Mr. Hammond, of the defendant com- 
pany, assured Mr. Drinkwater that the 
defendants. had the licence to do the 
work. This was denied by Mr. Drink- 
water. He had heard the evidence on 
the point and he accepted the evidence 
of Mr. Drinkwater, who was a careful 
and truthful witness. His Honour said 
he found as a fact that no licence had 
been obtained to cover the whole of the 
work that had been done. He was satis- 
fied that the defendants and architect 
withheld the amount of the licence from 
Mr. Drinkwater, and that the work would 
not have been done if they had known 
the amount’ of the licence. There had 
been no application for a supplementary 
licence. Mr. Hammond never asked the 
amount of extras, although he knew 
there were extras which exceeded the 
amount of the licence. question he 
had to consider was whether on the 
authorities the ‘plaintiffs could recover 
damages for breach of warranty, or 
whether the plaintiffs were debarred 


from recovering the amount they now 
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claimed... The matter was governed by 
the regulations made in 1939, The case 
depended on whether in this case ‘the 
plaintiffs were.taking part in an offence 
with the defendants. He did not think 
that the plaintiffs were participating. in 
any offence. Under these circumstances, 
plaintiffs were entitled to judgment. 

By agreement, judgment was. entered 
for plaintiffs for £1,713 17s. 6d. There 
was no dispute that the defendants had 
paid. .into Court £480. Costs were 
awarded the plaintiffs. Plaintiffs were 
also entitled to four per cent, interest 
on the debt from the date of the action, 
and from the. date that the money was 
paid into Court. A stay was granted for 
21 days pending an appeal. The counter- 
claim was dismissed. 


IN PARLIAMENT 


The Housing Bill: Second Reading 
Agreed to 


- Mr. Bevan, Minister of Health, mov- 
ing the second reading of the Housing 
Bill, on March 16, said that 852,000 new 
homes had been provided since the end 
of: the war. Included in that total were 
441,617 new permanent houses and 
157,198 temporary houses, making a total 
of 598,815 new houses, New homes in 
England and Wales up to the end of 


January totalled 774,512, which included. 


400,413 new permanent houses and 
124,970 temporary houses, making a 
total of 525,383 new houses. Modern 
nations had not been able to solve their 
housing problems because they had 
looked on houses as commodities to be 
bought and sold and not as a social 
service to be provided. In a modern 
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industrial nation housing. could not be 
left to the Iaws of supply and demand. 
It must repose in the custody of the local 
authority, especially where there was 
competition for houses, because only the 
local authority could decide between 
applicants and see that the houses went 
first largely to those who were in need 
of them, Legislation was required also 
for wider, aspects of -housing policy. 
Hitherto local authorities had provided 
houses only for the working class, but 
this ridiculous inhibition ought now to be 
removed and the local authorities be 
allowed to provide any sort of houses 
required by the community. 

Single persons and old people who did 
not need three- or even two-bedroom 
houses must be catered for. Old people 
should not live in old people’s colonies, 
but live where they had been brought 
up and where before their eyes they 
could see the living tapestry of a mixed 
community. 


The Labour Party had never been hos- | 


tile to the idea of people owning their 
own houses—({Opposition laughter and 
Ministerial cheers)—if they wished to do 
so. But it was hardly fair that they 
should be driven to pay high rates of 
interest, and therefore it was proposed 
that local authorities should have power 
to lend up’ to £5,000 for this purpose 
at the Public Works Loan Board rate 
of interest. 
cue those who wazied-to borrow money 
to own their homes from the clutches of 
extortionate money-lenders. Grants would 


apply to each separate habitation, not. 


necessarily to a building as a whole. 

Immediately they had provided a 
separate home for every family, the next 
step would be to raise housing standards. 
That must be done first of all and most 
importantly by slum clearance, 

-Mr. WALKER-SMITH said the Opposi- 
tion would not oppose the Bill. It 
would be quixotic for them to do so for 
they would be voting against provisions 
already put on the Statute-book by a 
Government with a Conservative majority. 
Their temperament enabled them to take 
an objective view if they thought things 
were for the public good. They would 
try to improve the Bill, but regarded it 
as of light weight for solving the hous- 
ing problem. They would’ continue to 
press for more practical policies. 

Miss J. Lee said reconditioning ought 
to be done by public authorities because 
there would then be control over who 
should occupy the houses. 

Mr. MOoLson said the Opposition wel- 
comed the re-enactment in the Bill of 
the principles of the housing of Rural 
Workers Acts. \ 

VISCOUNTESS DAVIDSON said that her 
great anxiety was the danger -of losing 
sight of what really mattered—the pro- 
duction of good modern houses to meet 
a still increasing demand. 

After further debate, Mr. EL.ior said 
that the objects of the Bill were, in most 
cases, admirable, but their execution was 
far from adequate in many other cases. 
It might be found that in attempting to 
do good to some injustice was being done 
to rg 

Mr. BLENKINSOP, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Health, said that the 
great value of the Bill was, above all, 
the widening of opportunity for local 
authorities and private owners to meet 
their. housing needs. This was an 
imaginative scheme. It might not be pos- 
sible. for local authorities to put it into 
effect at present, but they would be 
able to make their plans well in advance. 

Bill was read a second time, and 
the necessary. money resolution agreed 
to in Committee.

A COMPANY of nearly 400 supported 
4 the President, Mr. R. R. Costain, 
C.B.E., at the 89th annual dinner of the 
Builders’ Benevolent Institution, held on 
Tuesday, at Grosvenor House, W. A most 
enjoyable evening ended with the 
announcement by the President that over 
£2,000 had been subscribed for the fund. 

The toast of “ His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment,” proposed in witty and felicitous 
terms by Mr. Eric Rice, C.B.E., J.P., was 
responded to by the Minister of Works 
(Mr. C. W. Key, M.P.). Mr. Key said 
that he would emphasise that the indus- 
try’s prospects for this year remained 
good. So far as building was concerned, 
the programme, as laid down in the 
Economic Survey for 1949, would include 
industrial building, on which special em- 
phasis would be placed over the next 
few years. There would be work for 
agriculture, consisting of new farm build- 
ings, and repair work essential to the 
expanding programme; the development 
of electricity generating capacity would 
reach its peak this year, and would 
remain at that level for several years; 
housing would continue at its present 
level; there would be work on schools, 
the main task during the next few years 
being to provide new schooi places in pri- 
mary schools, and on health services, the 
aim here being to bring hospital accom- 
modation up to standard: and to convert 
war-time hospitals to serve peace-time 
uses; and, finally, work for defence and 
administration.. “In carrying out this 
vast programme of industrial and social 
building,” said the Minister, “ the building 
industry is maktng a positive contribution 
to economic recovery and social welfare. 
Its contribution will be all the greater if 
it makes. good use of the results of scien- 
tific research and development.” 

The toast of “The Institution,” pro- 
posed by Mr. A. B. KNAPP-FISHER, Vice- 
President, R.I.B.A., who _ eloquently

Tue Health Committee of the London 
County Council: have prepared a pro- 
gramme of preparatory work on health 
service. buildings proposed to be under- 
taken in 1950-53.

The whole 
of London is covered, and existing centres 
in church halls, public baths, temporary 
buildings, etc., are to be replaced by new 
buildings in temporary or permanent 
construction or by conversions. Esti- 
mated building costs are of the order of 
£662,000 in 1950; £480,000 in 1951; 
£458,000 in 1952; and £462,000 in 1953. 

The Council on Tuesday approved pro- 
posals for the erection of a comprehen- 
sive health centre in East India Dock- 
road, Poplar. The centre will be on the 
lines of the Woodberry Down Health 
Centre at Stoke Newington. It will form 
part of the “live” architectural exhibi- 
tion in Neighbourhood 9 of the Stepney- 
Poplar Reconstruction Area in connec- 
tion with the Festival of Britain in 1951. 
Some 30,000 people may use the Centre 
until others are constructed.

WHERE tendering on a bill of quantities 
is the basis for contracting and ‘it is de- 
sired to set this against the background 
of scientific costing, or where a concur- 
rent objective is the adaption of a bonus- 
ing system such as will dovetail with the 
economics of building costs, then there 
arises the very necessary preliminary that 
the estimate upon which the tender is 
built shall be prepared from data that 
can be easily translated into the formulae 
required in the operation of the desired 
reciprocal function. 

The contents of this publication (which 

have appeared serially in The Builder 
during the past two years and which are 
now presented in consolidated and revised 
form with ancillary conversion tables, 
etc.) provide the estimator and costing 
surveyor with the scientific approach to 
their problems. On the labour-cost side 
the keynote of “Cain’s” build-up ‘is his 
insistence on the basic formula “ the cost 
of employing labour.” which, under pre- 
sent-day conditions, he demontrates to be 
a very considerably enhanced version (but 
not uniformly, trade for trade) of the 
standard rates of pay. The’ analysis of 
materials cost is also very skilfully 
handled. 
_ By the adoption of the cost of employ- 
ing labour formula, a much more scien- 
tific estimate can be built up than can 
be arrived at by the out-dated method of 
accounting for Insurances, etc.; as an 
item in the Summary of the Bill of 
Quantities, against which the contractor 
is invited to assess the cost of employi 
labour as a percentage upon the Bill total 
which in turn involves a more or less 
haphazard shot at the materials/labour 
ratio of the job in question. 

These analyses and their accompanying 
tables are a valuable contribution to the 
science of oe and although

Page 12, Para. 24—THE BUILDING (SAFETY HEALTH & WELFARE) RECULATIONS 
1948 


Every side of a working platform or working place, being a side thereof from which a person is liable to fall a

Many daring and courageous men answered the call 
of the sea when Queen Elizabeth gave forceful en- 
couragement to voyages of discovery and adventure. 
The New World in the West was gradually yielding its 
secrets. With each new discovery came romantic stories 
of incredible wealth to be won by brave and enterprising 
seamen and traders. The languid luxury of the tropics, 
the exotic fertility of the soil, with gold and precious 
stones in an undreamed of abundance, were the rich 
rewards that far outweighed the unknown dangers and 
hazards, 


In spite of all this lure of the West the quest for new 
routes to the East continued. After Megellan had 
rounded the Horn in 1520, finding a stormy passage 
round the south of the Americas into the Pacific, attempts 
were made to discover a North-West route. Again and 
again expeditions were equipped without success. 
Instead the finest fur country of the world was discovered. 

First the French, and later the Dutch following the 
Englishman Henry Hudson, started the trade in furs. 
Two Frenchmen named Grosvilliers and Radisson, after 
having been badly treated by their own Governor, enlisted 
the aid of Charles II for an expedition in 1668. It was 
this venture that finally established the great beaver fur 
trade of Northern Canada for the English. A Charter 
was granted in 1670 empowering the ‘“‘Company of

Adventurers of England trading into Hudson’s Bay” to 
have the sole trade and commerce with the entrance to 
the Hudson Strait. 

During the long years of war with France there was as 
much fighting as trading in vain efforts to expand. 
Trading posts were converted into forts. They were 
stormed and burned, re-established and again destroyed 
by the French. The Company’s men fought heroically 
against the regular troops of the French, but the odds 
became too great and led almost to’ bankruptcy. 
Following the Peace of Ryswick in 1697 the Company 
recovered and a steady and prosperous trade began which 
continues to the present day. It is indeed, the last 
surviving Chartered Company and, despite all its arduous 
activities, it was not until 1905 that the North-West 
passage was eventually navigated only to prove unpro- 
ductive. 

The story of the North-East passage is neither so 
romantic nor successful. Many were the fruitless 
attempts of the Muscovy Company of London, founded 
in 1553, to reach the East by a route north of Asia. 
Although this Company opened up trade through 
Archangel and developed the whale fisheries at Spitz- 
bergen, it was not until 1878, that the North-East passage 
was safely made, but was found to be wholly impracticable 
as a trade route.

CUTTING THE DOWELS 


Long lengths of dowel are inserted into hoppers which 
constitute the revolving head of a dowel machine. As 
each dowel passes the operating point it meets a 
special saw and engages with a ratchet which causes 
the dowel to revolve in the hopper. The saw cuts 
and points the dowel which then drops into a receiver. 
The remaining length of dowel drops through to a depth 
stop ready for a further length to be cut and pointed 
when next it reaches the saw.

GROOVE OR KERF 


As the dowel is driven into the hole in rail or stile so the 
air in the hole is compressed. Unless this air escapes, 
a good glue joint cannot be obtained.

The piles which supported the huts were cut and 
fashioned by stone hatchets, or fire, and on this 
foundation the flimsy shelter was constructed. The 
floor platform would be fastened to the piles by wooden 
pins and lashings. The walls were of thin branches 
and wattle, made as weathertight as possible by 
coating with clay. A roof of straw, rushes or 
bark completed the structure.

1 Page 12, Para. 24—THE BUILDING (SAFETY HEALTH & WELFARE) REGULATIONS 
1948 


Every side of a working platform or working place, being a side thereof from which a person is liable to fall a 
distance of more than 6 feet 6 inches, shall be provided with a suitable guard-rail or guard-rails of adequate strength 
to a height of at least 3 feet above the platform or place and above any raised standing place on the platform, 
and with toe boards up to a sufficient height being in no case less than 8 inches and so placed as to prevent 
so far as possible the fall of persons, materials and tools from such platform or place.
